Ellis H. Roberts, nominated for . Assistant 
Treasurer in New-York, was born at Utica, , 
N. Y., Sept. 30,1827, and was prepared for: 
college at Whitestown Seminary. In 1850 he 
was graduated from Yale andin the same year 
became Principal of the Utica Academy and 


taught Latiu in the female seminary. He also 
became editor and proprietor of the Utica Ner- 
aid. He served in the Legislature of 1867 and 
was a delegate to the Republican National Con- 
ventions of 1864, 1868, and 1876. He was a 
Representative in Congress from March 4, 
1871, until March 3, 1875, after which he 
resumead control ef his newspaper. In 
1873 he published a_ series of letters 
eutitied “To Greece and Beyond.” In 1876 he 
ran tor Congress again, but was defeated. , The 
degree of LL. D. has been conferred upon him 
by Hamilton and Yale Colleges. He is Presi- 
dent of the Oneida Historical Society, and was 
formerly President of the Fort Schuyler Club. 
In 1884 he delivered a series of high-protection 
lectures at Cornell and Hamilton on ‘*Govern- 
ment Revenue, Especially the American Sys- 
tem,” Which was subsequently published in 
book form. He 18 also the author of * The 
Planting and Growth of the Empire State,” 
published in the American Commonwealth Se- 
ries in 1887. 

George H. Shields, nominated to be Assist- 
ant Attorney-General for the Interior Depart- 
ment, is about 55 years of age and is a man 
of high legal and secial attainments. He has 
been a resident of St. Louis for many years, 
and for a long time was associated as law part- 
ner with Gen. John B. Henderson. He bas 
always been a Republican, and has several 
times been a memper of the Missouri State 
Comunittee. 

L. Bradford Prince, nominated as Governor 
of New-Mexico, was Chief{-Justice of that Ter- 


ritory, and resigned that position during Mr. 
Arthur's term. He served one or two terins as 
a State Senater in the New-York Leyislature 
. to his appointment as Chief-Justice of 
Yew-Mexico. 

James N. Euston, nominated to be Treasurer 
of the United States, is a native of Indiana, 


about 45 years of age. He is President of the 
Connorsville National Bank, of which his father 
was President before him. Mr. Huston 1s largely 
interested in wanufactures and farming, and is 
@wan of considerable means. He was Chair- 
man of the Kepublican State Central Committee 
during the last two campaigns. He was a dele- 
gate at large to the Ohicago Convention, aud 
was at one time mentioned as a candidate for 
Governor of the State, but declined to permit 
his name to be used. 

Capt. George B. White, nominated to succeed 
Admiral Harmony as Chief of the Burea: of Yards 
and Docks, Navy Department, is we:l known te 
Philadelphians, as many years of his life has 
been passed in that city. He is a nephew or 
Representative William D. Keiley. Enterivg 
the Naval Academy ‘in 1854, he was graduated 
in 1859, and immediately began a most active 
career, being in numerous engagements during 
the civil war—notably at Vera Cruz, where he as- 
sisted in tae capture. of two steamers and 
at the capture of Fort Fisher. He beeame 
Lighthouse Inspector at Philadelphia in 1877, 
and commanded the Kearsarge in 1882. In the 
same year he was attached to the Philadelphia 
Harbor Commission and has been President of 
that body sinee 1887. 


William F. Wharton, nominated as Assistant 
Secretary of State, was born in Massachusetts 


and is about 42 years of age. He became 
private secretary te Justice Gray when the 
jatter was United States Judge in’ Massachu- 
setts, and has continued to act in the same 
capacity since Judge Gray became a member of 
the United States Supreme Court. He is a 
cousin of Francis Wharton, has served in the 
Massachusetts Legislature, ls a member OF tle 
State Bar, and the author of legal works. 


It is taken for granted by Repubiican and 
Democratic Senators that the final adjournment 
of the Senate will be haa to-morrow. Mr. Sher- 


man, one of the committee appointed to ask the.

The President sent in only one lot of nomina- 
tions to-day. The Senators expected more and 
waited some time for them, but pone was re- 
ceived. This has led some of the Senators to 
fear that they may not get through to-morrow, 
as there are stilla number of important offices 
which trey imagine the President will want to 
fill before the Senate adijourns. The German, 
Chinese, aud Turkisi missions are yet to be 
filled, and Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia and the Public Printer are to be ap- 
pointed. An Associate Justice of the Sapreme 
Court, to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of Justice Matthews, must also be selected, 
although it bas not been expected that this ap- 
pointment would be made this Spring. 

The Senate has net entirely cleared its calen- 
dar of nominations, and it 1s quite pussible that 
some discussion may arise which will consume 
a good deal of time. The 10 delegates to the 
Autumn copference between the United States 
and South and Central American republics, for 
example, have already caused considerable de- 
bate, and their nominations are still pending. 
Democratic Senators complain that too few 
vemocrats are in the list, there being enly 
three of that party in the lot. One of these, J. 
H. Hanson of Georgia, is sail to be Sen- 
ator Brown’s selection and to agree with 
the protectionist ideas of. that Senator. 
It is understood that some egritieism of 
the list has also been made by one or two 
Republican Senators, who think sufticient 
care was not taken to select delegates familiar 
with the commercial relations which are to be 
discussed at the conferenee. The Foreign Re- 
lations Committee bas reported the nomina- 
tions favorably, but they have not yet been dis- 
posed of. All the Senators, however, are anx- 
ious to get away, for there has been only a tew 
weeks’ break in their work since December, 
1887, and special efforts will be made to wind 
up the session to-morrow unless President Har- 
sison concludes to send in some more nomina- 
tions. ,

Senator Teller ie evidently not pleased with 
some of the reports that have been sent out re-

GREAT HST FOR AN ENGINE. 


DRAGGING A HEAVY TRAIN FROM NEW- 
YORK TO BUFFALO ON TIME. 

BoFFALo, N, Y., April 1.—The mammoth en- 
gine A. G. Darwin of the Strong Locomotive 
Company steamed into the Erie station at 10:27 
o’clock to-night, drawing the regular train 
which left Jersey City at 9:24 this morning, 
and adding a remarkable record to railroad 
history. The Darwin had made the longest 
of continous runs, when the circumstances of 
the trip and the heavy train are considered, and 


‘covered the 423 miles not only on sehedule 


time, bat in three minutes better, the arriving 
time here being scheduled at 10:30. 

The average run of locomotives is 100 miles 
and the Erie Company joined with the locomo- 
tive Company in making this great test. It was 
a success at every point. The regular stops 
were made, and wheu the engine reached here 
she bore no evidence of her long trip. 
famous Jarrett & Palmer train was drawn by 
one engine from Jersey City to Pittsburg, a dis- 
tance of 444 miles, in 1875, and there were only 
three cars on that train. 

The Darwin’s train left Jersey City four min- 
utes late, and consisted of tive couches ana the 
Pullman car Undine, whieh was occupied by 
those who went out as witnesses of tle test. 
The big engine began to de its best work at 
once, and Port Jervis was reaehed on time, 
There another coach was added to the train, 
anid on the run from Elmira to Hornellsviile 
the engine had to draw nine cars. Near Calli- 
coon # disabled freight train eaused a loss of 
20j minutes and the fastest running was made 
between Union and Owego, where the going 
rates Was at times 60 miles an hour. A mile a 
minute was again touched at other points. 
Hornellsville was reached en time, and the en- 
gine Was in as good trim as when she started 
out on her big day’s work. At this point there 
was a delay of 20 minutes. This was all gained 
on the run to Buffalo, despite snow on the track. 
At the time the maximum speed of a mile a 
minute was reached the train consisted of nine 
ears, 

George F. Strong, the inventor of the engine, 
went on the trip, and spent most of his time in 
the cab. Lngineer George McKee was incharge, 
He was sent by the Strong Locomotive Com- 
pany, and four regular engineers of the Erie 
Road took their turns as pilota. These were 
Charles Shriner, NatTaft, John Delancey, and 
Hank Clendenning, and each assisted McKee 
over a division. In the special ear were H. F. 
Taintor, George W. Dean ef Cambridge, Maszs., 
chemical engineer in charge ef the test; G. W. 
Baldwin of the Pennsylvania Steal Works, C. M. 
Mendenhall of the motive power department of 
the Pennsyivania Railroad, G. M. Bond of the 
Pratt & Whitney Company, WUartford, and 
Messrs. Cook and Murphy of the Cook Loco- 
motive Company of Paterson. 

Railroad men here consider this about the 
most remarkable run ever made by an engine, 
The chewical expert in charge kept a close rec- 
ordof the eonduct of the machinery, and he 
said that at no time was there anything amiss 
with it. The bearings worked beautifully. The 
sume test will be put upen the engine to-day, 
when the run will be made back to New-York.

JUGGLING WliH MAYOR 
GRANT’S PLAN IN ALBANY. 
THE MEASURE REPORTED AND RECOM- 
MITTED FOR 

AFTER A HOT DEBATE. 

ALBANY, April 1.—The Mayor’s Rapid-Transit 
‘bill was simultaneously repotted from. the 
‘Railway Committees of both houses this even- 
ing, and was immediately recommitted until 
Thursday.

THE KLEOTIONS 1N OHIO. 


EVIDENCE THAT FORAKER’S GRIP ON 
THE STATE IS RELAXING. * 

CINCINNATI, April 1.—The returns from to- 
day’s election, so far as received at11P.M., 
indicate that the Republicans have eleeted by | 
small pluralities their candidates for Mayor, 
City Solicitor, Treasurer, and Superior Court 
Judge. The Democrats elect the City Con- 
troller, Police Court Judge, Police Court Prose- 
cutor, and Infirmary Director. These eandi- 
dates were also on the citizens’ ticket, the head 
of which received a little over 7,000 votes for 
Mayor out of a total vote of 51,000. 

The citizens’ ticket contained the names of a. 
majority of the candidates on the Democratic 
ticket. It was put fertb for the reason that it 
became known. that the Republican erganiza- 
tion was under the control of a secret order, 
composed of ward workers, nearly allof whom 
hold city or county positions. This combina- 
tion controlled the Republican nominating con- 
vention, and although the ticket which it made 
was better than the average,the more indepena- 
ent portion of the party hesitated in regard 
to supporting it, and a citizens’ eom- 
mittee of 500, organized for the  pur- 
pose of enforeing the Jaws relating to 
Sabbath observance, plaeed in nomination a 
third candidate for Muyor and filled out their 
ticket by placing upon It the least objectionable 
of the Democratic nominees, one Republican 
nominee and a workingman and a Prohibition- 
ist. The result shows that this ticket drew 
from the two old parties in the proportion of 
three Democrats to five Republicans. The de- 
feat of the Republican candidate for Controller 
isdue tothe factthat he was the partietular 
representative of the secret order referred to, 
and he was very freely seratched as a rebuke 
not only to this order, but to all combinations 
of that kind. The result throughout shows dis- 
crimination on the part of voters. 

The news as to the elections from the State at 
large turnishes but little data aé to the drift of 
State politics. The contests involved local ques- 
tions, and the results have but little sixuifi- 
cance as indicating party strength. The one 
peint which the election seems to have empha- 
bized, and particularly here in Cincinnati, is 
the loosening of the grip of Gov. Foraker upon 
the Republican Party machinery. He shares 
the disfavor which has been shown toward the 
League, whose candidate for Controiler hus 
been defeated, and the bews from several 
points is to the effect that tickets which repre- 
senied men whose hostility the Governor has 
excited have been elected. 

CoLuMBuUs, Ohio, April 1.—The election in, 
Columbus to-day was the most quiet ever held. 


The weatber was very disagreeable and a sur- 
Prisingiy light vete was polled. In many of the 
strong Republican wards less than half the 
Vote was polled, the Republicans refusing to 
vote for the head of the tieket, being inclined to 
let the election go by defauit and to hold the 
Democrats wholly resyonsible. The resuit is the 
Democratic city ticket las been eleeted from 
top to bottom, with one or twoexceptions, by 
inajorities ranging from 500 to 1,590. The in- 
dependent voter used the pencii with marked 
effect In every precinct, and Mayor Brnusk owes 
his re-election to the Republicans who would 
either not vote, ur, if they did, used the peneil 
with remarkable effect.

UNDER ORDERS FOR SAMOA 


10 TAKE THE PLACES OF 
THE LOST WAK VESSELS. 
THE RICHMOND, ALERT, AND ADAMS TO 
SAIL FOR APIA— THE QUESTION OF 

IMMEDIATE RELIEF. 

WasHINGTON, April 1.—The Navy Department 
is making every effort to secure an adequate 
representation at Samoa. Orders were sent out 
to-day to have the Richmond, Alert, and Adams 
sent to Apia at the earliest practicable moment. 

The Alert is at Honolulu all ready to sail when 
she coals and provisiens, and can reach Samoa 
in a montn or 40 days. The Richmond is notin 
such a favorable place, being at present in tue 
Rio de la Plata, on the east coast of South 
America, and must go around CapeHorn. The 
Adams is under repair at the Mare Island (Cali- 
fornia) Navy Yard. Ten days or two weeks will 
serve te complete the repairs, and after a few 
days additional, consumed in taking im stores 
and coal, she may sail on her voyage, which 
will take about a month. The Yauntic, now at 
Brooklyn, will be ready tosail April 10, proba- 
bly to relieve the Richmond. 

While the vessels ordered to Samoa to-day aré 
fair vessels of their kind, yet they are by no 
means equal to the three vessels which were 
wrecked, and are of antique type, compared 
with the vessels of the German East Airican 
fleet which have been ordered te Apia. 

The old Richmond is by far tho largest of the 
vessels. She was builtin Norfolk in 1858 and is of 
2,700 tons burden, 225 feet long, +1. feet beam, 
and 17.4 feetdraught. Herspeed is set down at 
912 knots when in trim, but she is doubtless 
foul and consequently much reduced in speed 
by her stayin South Atlantic waters. She is 
commanded by Capt. A. V. Reed, witp Lieut.- - 
Commander Louis Kingsley and Lieuits. W. H. 
Everett, J. H. v. Cotlin, F. H. Crosby, J. M. 
Robinson, and J. O. Nieholson. Her compie- 
ment is 29 officers and 321 men. The battery is 
headed by 12 10-inch smooth-bores, 1 8-incb 
muzzle-loading ritie and 1 60-pound breech- 
loading rifle, 2 20-pound breeci-loaders, and 
some smaller secondary guns. 

The Alert is a 1,000-tou vessel, built by John 
Roach in 1875. She carries 21 oilicers and 127 
men. Sne is rated at 10 knots, is 175 feet long 
by 32 feet beam, druws 12% feet of water, and 
¢arries a battery ef one ll-inch and two 
9-inch smooth-bores, one GU-pound rifle, and 
four sinall guus in the secondary battery. Her 
otticers are Commander James D. Graham and 
Lieuts. John Garvin, F. E. Greene, C. T. Moore, 
J. P. Parker, C. D, Bostick, and Wiliam G. Han- 
bum. 

The Adams is rated at 1,375 tons. She was 
built in 1576 at Boston by Donald McKay. 
Her length is 185 feet, 35 feet beam and 14.3 
feet draught. She is set down as a 9.8-Knot 
ship, with a battery of feur 9-inch sm ooth- 
bores, one 8-Inch wmiuzzie-loading rifle, one G0- 
pounder muzzle-loadiug rifle, aud five gunsin 
the secondary battery. She carries 20 officers 
and 116 men. The detaii for the Adams was 
almost completed this afternoon. She will be 
under the directien of Commancer Edwin T. 
Woodward. The vther line officers ordered to 
the Adams are Lieut.-Commanier J. J. Hunker, 
Lieuts, William H. Beebier, Herbert Winslow, 
Hanson Rk. Tyler, and J. C. burnett, and Ensign 

William J. Maxwell. Passed Assistant Surgeon 
Emlyn H. Marsteller will be wedical ofiicer, 
aud Chief Engineer Absalein Kirby, the en- 
gineer in charge. The paymaster and the as- 
sistant engineers have not yet been selected. 

There will be no new orders in regard to Sa- 
moan affairs given to vcemmanders of the ves- 
sels. Admiral Kimberley will remain at Apia, 
and will continue In command of the squadron. 
He had instructions issued to him before his 
departure, and the situation has not changed 
since then. The Admiral das considerable discre- 
tion vestedin him, and may toa considerab's ex- 
tent exercise hisown jsdgmentinregard to what 
shall be done. Should anything occur to render 
new instructions advisable they can be pre- 
pared and sent to Samoa long before the war 
vessels get there. The thing now needed there 
is ships, notiustructions. itis not improbable 
thatthe Sumoun Conference will have met 
aod settled the entangiement between the 

je States aud Germany before our vessels 
reach Samoa, and any new orders seni te Ad- 
miral Kimberly will doubtiess largely be gov- 
erned by the proceedings of the conterence. 

‘rhe Seoretary of the Navy has cabled to 
Auckiand that the men of the wrecked ves- 
sels Who are sent Lhuwe are to come to San 
Francisco. 

Renewed instructions have been sent to San 
Francisco to hurry iorward the preparation of 
the Charieston, and every efiort will be made to 
get her guns and carriages transported over- 
land at the earliest possible moment. The guns 
ure ready at the proving xsround, Annapolis, 
and the carriages are about ready at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard. . 

The contracts uuder which pew vessels are be- 
ing constructed fer the navy require them to be 
kept fully insured by the contractors up to the 
amouut of the advance payments made by the 
Government. The contractors for the fvllow- 
ing-named vessels have been called on to in- 
crease the amounts for which they are insured 
to meet resent payments, as follows: Cruiser 
No. 1, Newark, $449,280; gunbvat No. 2, Petrel, 
$199,076; gunboat No. 3, Concord, $264,600; 
gunboat No. 4, Bennington, $264,000. 

A graceful tribute from the Enciish naval offi- 
cers was coutained in the following cabiegram 
received by Secretary Tracy when he returned 
to Washington this morniny:

Accept for yourself and the officers of your com- 
mand my grateful acknowledgment on behalf of the 
United States Navy tor your message of sympathy 
and good-will occasioned by the recent disaster at 
Samoa. THACY, Secretary of the Navy. 

San FRANCISCO, April 1.—In naval and ship- 
ping circles the question has beer diseussed as 
to the best and earliest means for getting sup- 
plies from here to Samoa if this Government 
should deem it advisable to send them io the 
shipwreeked officers anu seamen. The steawer 
Zeaiandia, which sails for New-Zealand April 6, 
is @ merchant steamer of the only line passing 
near the Samoan Islands, and she carries nearly 
1,000 tons of wheut alone for Syduey and Mel- 
bourpe, owing to the shortage in colonial 
wheat crops. She will, therefore, not have much 
room for additional freight. It ie thought, 
however, that the Navy Department 
could arrange to have the dZealandia 
preeeed to Apia on this. trip instead 
of making Tutuila her port of call. This would 
enabie her to render any urgent assistance and 
also procure later and more definite advices 
from Apix and Admiral Kimberly.

NEW MBASURE FOR ORGAN- 
IZING THE VHIERANS. 
NATIONAL GUARD « OFFICERS .. PREPAR~- 
ING TO COMBAT THE NEW LAW 
PROPOSED BY MAJOR GARDINER. 

The past and exempt members of the Ma- 
tional Guard, organized into uniformed veteran 
associations and battalions, show no diminution 
of zeal in their determination to be recognized 
as a part of the military forces of the State of 
New-York and to be acéorded the right to as- 
sume and use in an official manner and upon 
parades and public occasions the military in- 
signia and the military titles belonging to offi- 
cers who held or havé held commissions in the 
régular or volunteer service of the United 
States or in the National Guard and militia of 
the several States, Although twice defeated at 
Albany in their conflict with the commanding 
officers of organizations in the aetive National 
Guard, the veterans have by no means lost 
hope, but have once again gone to the Legislat- 
ure for relief; this time with a petition praying 
for the passage of an act to provide for organ- 
izing a Veteran Reserve Corps in the reserve 
miliua from among those persons exempt, by 
reason of military service, from ordinary auty. 
In this movement the veterans have the moral 
and substantial support of regular army influ- 
ence, the proposed measure having been drawn 
up by Major Asa Bird Gardiner, United States 
Army, and Lieut. Whistler, Fifth United States 
Artillery. The bill was introduced in the 
Senate, Feb. 20, by Senator Robertson and 
referred to the Committee on Militia, before 
whom a hearing en the merits of the measure 
was held the first part of lass week. The fact 


that the hearing was to be had was learned ac- 
cidentally by several officers of New-York 
and Brooklyn regiments, then in Albany on 
military business, who appeared before the 
committee and secured an adjournment until 
Thursday next, when the bill is to be further 
eonsidered. Reports of the self-undertaken mis- 
sion of these gentlemen, aceompanied by copies 
of the act, are stated to be the first intimation 
received by commanding officers of the National 
Guard in this vicinity of the action taken by the 
veterans, although any attempt at concealment 
{s strenuously disclaimed by the promoters of 
the proposed measure. 

A sturdy opposition to the suggested scheme, 
which may possibly result in the reopening of 
the entire veteran controversy, was developed, 
and steps were at once taken to obtain a con- 
sensus of opinion as to the proper course to be 
pursued. To tnis end Brig.-Gen. Louis Fitz- 
gerald requested the commanding officers of 
organizations in the ‘First Brigade to assem- 
bie for consultation on this subject with Brig.- 
Gen. James McLeer and officers of the Second 
Brigade at his headquarters last night. 

The Gardiner Veteran bill, as it is termed, 
now before the Legislature, is held to be —— 
objectionable with the acts preceding it whic 

led to receive Executive approval. The scope 

of the proposed law may be briefly indicated: 

“To provide an efficient, available force for serv- 
ice in time of public danger from among those per- 
sons in the reserve militia who are exempted from 
ordin: military duty ae reason of previous hon- 
orable service in the regularly organized militia of 
this State, or im the reguiar or volunteer forces of 
the United states, any organization or association 
of exempt er honorably discharged members of any 
regiment or former regiment of the National Guard 
of this State, now or hereafter incorporated under 
any law of this state tor benevolent purposes, or to 
promote social union and friendship, and to preserve 
and continue the recollections of service in the Na- 
tional Guard; and any post or postsof the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and any voluntary veteran 
association or associations composed exclusively 
of honorably discharged officers, soldiers, or sailors 
inthe late war ot the rebeliion, may form, from 
among themselves, one or more military companies, 
or a battalion or regiment, for intantry or foot ar. 
tillery duty, which mulitary organizations shall 
constitute @ Veteran reserve Corps, in the reserve 
militia of this State, to be under the immediate 
direction and charge of the Adjutant-General ef 
this State as chief of said corps.” 

The details of the plan provide that the 
Commander-in-Chief may order into the service 
of the State allor such portion of the Veteran 
Reserve Corps as he deems preper for 90 days 
at one time, members se ordered to receive the 
game pay as the National Guard, and be en- 
titled to like pensions if wounded or disabled in 
service. 

The corps is to be uniformed at the expense 
of members, without charge to the State, in 
such uniform as the Commander-in-Chief may 
prescribe, such uniform and method of wear- 
ing insignia of rank to be distinct from that 

reseribed in the State serviee uniform for the 

ational Guard. In armories, the Board of Of- 
ficers of the regiment may set apart one reom 
for the use of the corps; the cummanding ot- 
ficer of the organization to have charge and 
sontrol of the same, subject to rules made by the 

‘Commander-in-Chief for the observance of ali 

persons entitled to access thereto, On the 
requisition of any eommissioned officer of the 
Veteran Reserve Corps, the Chief of Ordnance 
wiliissue such artillery, Gatling guas, infantry 
arms and equipments, und ammunition as may 
be required for the use of the corps; the Com- 
mander-in-Chief to preseribe regulations for 
their safe keeping. 

When organized, each company shalijc6nsist of 
one Capiain, two Lieutenants, six Sergeants, 
eight Corporals, two musicians, and thirty-one 
privates. Officers and members are privileged to 
resign from the service at any time except in 
case of riot, insurrection or invasion, or active 
duty. Two or three companies constitute a 
provisional battalion, the sonior Captain having 
command, taking rank of Major, with acting 
battalion staff detailed from the command. 
Four companies constitute a battalion, two or 
more battalions a regiment. Battalions have 
Major, Adjutant, Quartermaster, Assistant Sur- 
geon, Sergeant-rlajor, Quartermaster-Sergeant, 
Commissary-Sergeant, and Hospital Steward. 
To seven companies a Lieutenant-Colone! is 
added, in command. To the staff of regiments 
commanded by Colonel is added a Surgeon, 
Chaplain, and Chief Instructor of Music, who is 
leader of the band of musicians, which may be 
organized at the expense of the regiment or 
battalion. 

Every member of the Veteran Reserve Corps 
must be a citizen of the United States, 30 years 
of age, and have served at least five years in 
the National Guard of this State; beer In active 
service in the war of the rebellion, and honera- 
bly discharged or mustered out, or served at 
least tive years in the regular army since 
the war, and ne member actually in service in 
the National Guard, while doing duty therein, 
shall be eligible to membership in the Reserve 
Corps. Each regiment, independent battalion, 
or separate company shall, when practicable, 
be known and designated as the Veteran Ke- 
serve Corps of the particular army or naval 
corps, or regiment of volunteers, or regiment of 
the National Guard wherein the greater num- 
ber, if not all, of its members had originally 
served, and in other cases asthe Commander- 
in-Chief may designate. 

Commissioned oftiicers in the Veteran Reserve 
Corps shall be appointed and commissioned in 
the same manner as officers of like grade in the 
National Guard. The tenure of officeis to be 
two years, as conducive to the improvement. of 
the corps, and otticers may be elected either by 
the companies, or by three-quarters of en- 
tire membership of the incorporated associa- 
tion, provided formal consent to the latter pro- 
cedure is flied in the Adjutant-General’s olfice. 
Where any person is elected to a higher grade 
than previously held in the National Guard, he 
must passa satisfactory examination before a 
board preliminary to being commissioned. Conm- 
Missioned officers shali not assume or exercise 
any command, except iu their own corps, ex- 
cept when calied inte active service; nor shall 
they be liable to be commanded when not in act- 
ive service, except by the President of the United 
States, the Governor of this State, or the chief 
or other officers of their,own corps; but they 
are to receive, when in uniform or en duty, 
every mark of respect te which their rank in 
the military forces of this State may entitle 
them respectively. Members of the Reserve 
Corps shuil also pay respect to officers of ether 
military bodies; and for conduct prejudicial to 
good order and military discipline they may be 
tried by court-martial and sentenced to be dis- 
missed or incapacitated to again engage in the 
military service of the State, or fined not ex- 
ceeding $100, or reprimanded, or all or any of 
these, said sentence to be approved by the chief 
of the corps and the Commander-in-Chief, 

Companies below the maximum for a year 
may be disbanded by the Commander-in-Cnief, 
and the supernumerary officers be deemed te be 
henerably discharged. The discipline and drill 
ts to conform to that of the United States, ac- 
cording to the arm of service; but on veluntary 
parades members may wear side armsof a pat- 
tern approved by the chief of eorps, provided 
at theirownexpense. Finally, any regiment 
may elect an Heurorary Colonel, who must have 
served as Colone) or Lieutenant-Colonel in the 
reguiar or volunteer army, or in the National 
Guard of this State, and be not less than 45 
years of age, He shall not exercise or assume 
command except by direction of the chief of 
corps or the Commander-in-Chief, bué shall, on 
all parades and occasions of ceremony be enx- 
titled te wear the uniform of his rank and to 
receive the houors due the same. 

It is argued by officers of the active or; Zar 
tions of the National Guard that the whole tend- 
snecy of Major Gardiner’s bill isto belittle and 
imperil the aignity of the commissions issued 
to them by the State. The concluding provision 
of the act, respecting honorary Colonels, is par- 
ticularly qbnoxivus to them. 

At tue conference of commandants of brigade, 
regimental, and battery organizstions, held at 
First Brigade headquarters, Broadway and 
Forty-tifth-street, last night, Brig.-Gen. Fitz- 
geraid briefly presented the peints of the Gar- 
diner veteran measure, preliminary to reading 
the entire bill. . 

No discussion was had by the officers present 
in respeci of the suggested scheme of a veteran 
reserve corps, but it Was tnanimously reselred 
“That the officers of the First Second 
Brigades, National Guard, disapprove the pro- 
visions of Senate bill No 314 ana As 
sembly bill No. 472, as the organization 
contemplated therein would be prejudictal 
to public interest and calculated to undermine 
mt impair tne efficiency and usefulness of the 
Natiouai Guarda of the State.” 

1t.was further resol ved to request the Militia 
Committees of the Senate and Assembly to 
Pestuore any s¢tion on the Gardiner bill for a 


sufficient time to enable the officers of the 
National Guard throughout the State to appear 
before them,

OOLUMBIA’S REGISTER. 





LESS THIS YEAR THAN LAST. 

The annual register of Columbia College 
has just appeared. It includes the names of the 
students of all the associate schools. The School 
of Library Economy does not appear in the 
place it ocoupied for the two preceding years. 
The reason for this is that the request of Prof. 
Dewey was granted by the coilege Trustees for 
the privilege of taking the school to the State 
Library at Albany, of which he assumed the 
Chief Librarianship. 

Of the other departments, the Schools of 
Mines, Law, and Political Science show an in- 
creased enrollment, whereas the Schools of 
Arts and Medioine suffer aloss. The total loss 
in the School of Arts 1s only one, however. The 
three lower classes, Freshman, Sophomore, and 
Junior, gain, reapectively, four, six, and seven, 
but this is offset by the loss of ten in the Senior 
Class, five in the graduate department, and 
three in the collegiate course for women. The 
total for the Seheol of Arts this yearis 288, 
against 289 for last year. The Schvol of Mines 
has @ net gain of 2, from 230 to 232. The 
first class contributes a gain of 15, the fourth 
class of 13, and the graduate department of 1, 
while the second and third classes show a Joss, 
respectively, of 25 and 2. 

In the School of Law the Junior Class has a 
falling off of 23, though the Senior Class more 
than makes ap for it by a gain of 39, The total 
this year is 477; last year it was 461. Tne cause 
for the failing off in the Junior Class is easily 
accounted for. The new course of study, com- 
mencing with matrioulants during and after 
this year, requires a course of three years be- 
fore the usual degree of Bachelor of Laws is 
awarded, instead.of only two years, a8 before. 
The School vf Political Science registers 69, 8 
more than last year. 

The College of Physicians and Surgeons, how- 
ever, shows the immense decrease of 107, from 
809 to 702. Last year the medical department 
underwent an abnormal registration. This was 
=< because of the new equipments and 
ocation endowed by the Vanderbilt family. 
Possibly the more potent reason, however, was 
the faet that after the beginning of the present 
school year all matriculants were required to 
pase an entrance examination. This naturally 
caused a large number te enter before the re- 

uirements of examination went into effect. 

eduoting for repetitions in the case of stu- 
dents in more than one department, the grand 
total is 1,712, as against 1,829 last year. 
Columbia this year is required to yield the 
palm for the higbest registratien of any college 
in the country, whieh she held last year. This 
year Harvard stands first with 1,899 enrolled 
students.

JUDGE BARRETT ON JURY FINDINGS 
IN ACTIONS FOR SEPARATION. 

Judge Barrett, in Supreme Court, Special 
Term, yesterday handed down a decision in fa- 
vor of Josephine M. MoBride in her suit for 
separation from her husband, Robert P. Mc- 
Bride, a wealthy tea merchant of this city. The 
case had two trials in the Cireuit Court. On 
the first the jury disagreed, and on the second 
they answered the questions submitted to them 


practically in favor of Mr. McBride. On the 
second trial W. Bourke Cockran and 8. G. Ad- 
ams appeared for Mrs. McBride and Preston 
Stevenson and Joseph Choate for the defend- 





ant. 
In dealing with the case Judge Barrett saya: 


“This case exemplifies the inutility of a jury trial 
in actions for separation. The framed issue is not 
whether the defendant has been guilty of cruel and 
inhuman conduct. That is a conclusion which 
can only be reached by the court upon proof of spe- 
cific acts; in fact, after hearing all the details of 
the maritalinharmony. Proof ofa | mpeg med act of 
cruelty may be insufficient to justity a decree of 
separation. The character, extent, and surround. 
ings of the acts complained of must always be 
weighed, It follows, therefore, that the court can 
scarcely be aided, much less concluded, by the an- 
swers of the jury to questions with regard to spe- 
Citic acts. 

“In actions for separation when the jury has 
informed us that on a given day, at a particular 
place, the defendant committed a singie act of 
violence upon the plaintiff we have only com- 
menesi the inquiry. The court must then ascer- 
tain whetuer the act was ap iselated one resulting 
from momentary and regretted ill temper; whether 
it was condoned or repeated, and the ciroumstances 
attending such repetition, and so on, until the con- 
science is satisfied that a case within the statute, 
aad under the principles which — in such 
actions, has been made out. t follows, too, 
that negative answers to issues involving not 
only specific acts, but a characterization of those 
acts and the consequences, menial and phyaieal, 
claimed to have resulted therefrom, Cannot serve as 
a@ guide in determining what really occurred on the 
occasions covered by such issues. 

“ accordingly, as suggested upon the hearing, we 
have been compelled to look at the entire case and 
todetermine upon all the evidence whether the 
plaintiff is entitled to a separation.”

The friends of the annex 
requested @ guarantee of four years’ connection, 
80 as to be able to graduate a class.

MAYOR OHAPIN ON ELEOTRIO LIGHTS. 

Mayor Chapin sent along message to the 
Brooklyn Aldermen yesterday recommending 
that the question of ordering additional electric 
lights for the city be submitted to the City 
Works Commissioner. The Mayor argued that 
the city was not paying exeessive rates for its 
present lights. 

For three years the Citizens’ Electric Light 
Company, composed of lecal politicians, nas 
had a monopoly ot electrio lighting in Brooklyn, 
and has charged 50 cents a night fur each light. 
Not until a few months ago was the Edison Com- 
pany, which offered to give a light for 30 cents 
a night, able to obtain permissiun from the Al- 
dermen te do business. 

Notwithstanding this, Mayor Chapin quoted 
figures to prove that the eity was not bemg 
overcharged. He showed that the cost of street 
lighting in 1870, when the population was 396,- 
000, was $450,000; 1n 1875, population 484,000, 
$575,000; in 1880, population 566,000, $326,- 
200, and last year, with a population of 
about 800,000, $480,000. 

The same appropriation has been made for 
the present year, and the Mayor thinks an un- 
expended balance will remain. He reminded 
the Aldermen that electric lighting is still in an 
experimental atage, and that the cost of sup- 
plying such illuminatiorg varies in different Jo- 
ie The message was referred to a com- 
mit :

PREPARATIONS FOR A NOVEL AXD AN 
EXTENSIVE DISPLAY. 

The German-Americans of this city have 
entered with enthusiasm npon their part in the 
centennial celebration of Washington’s inaueu- 
ration. They have declared in a public address, 
issued by one of their committees yesterday, 
that the proposition to be worthily represented 
in the great celebration has met with a hearty 
acceptance in all circles. They see in the cele- 
bration an opportunity that may never recur to 
present a united and impressive proof of their 
love for their adopted country. The commotien 
started among them, they declare, will expand 
more and more every day until every German 
within reach of New-York will be ready to take 
part in the grand demonstration. German 
artists have prepared a programme for. the 
parade, intended to illustrate the honorable 
history and domestic conditions of the Germans 
in the United States in living pictures and 
tableaus of historic significance. A musie com- 
mittee will provide bands and select the music 
they are to play in the procession, and will ar- 
range for an open-air concert in Madison-square 


on the evening of April 30, where 1,600 voices 
selected from the German singing societies will 
sing American patriotic songs, 

The Artists’ Committee, under the Chairman- 
ship of Joseph Keppler, have determined that 
nothing approaching advertising shall appear 
in the procession. They expect to put 30,000 
men in the line, and are determined to make 
their part, if possibile, the most attractive por- 
tion of the whole procession. For the purpose 
of carrying out these extensive and laudable 
designs the Committee of One Hundred havin 
the matter in charge, of which the Hon, Car 
Seburz is Chairman, held an extended meeting 
on Sunday at the Arion Club house. A Sub-Com- 
mittee of Seven on Finance, with Henry Villard 
tor Chairman, and an Executive Committee of 
Twenty-five, William Steinway, Chairman, were 
appointed. The Fimance Committee have ad- 
dressed an appeal to every Germanin New- 
York and the surrounding country to contribute 
according to his ability to the expense of the 
demonstration.

PRISON REFORM. 


THE SUBJECT IS DISCUSSED BEFORE THE 
REPUBLICAN CLUB. 
At a special meeting of the Republican 
Club held last night at the olub house, 450 
Fifth-avenue, at which the attendance was 
rather restricted on account of a meeting of 
the County Committee and of the rainstorm, 
Prof. Charlton T. Lewis delivered an address 
upon “Prison Reform in the State of New- 
York,” a subject that has been under consider- 
ation by the elub for some time W. M. K, 
Olcott, Chairman of the committee having the 
subject in charge, reported in favor of the 
Savery bill now pending in the Legislature, 
with amendments providing that no more than 
® number equal to 10 per cent. of the whole 
number of operatives in the State in any branch 
of industry, shall be employed among the prison 


inmates in that industry at any one time, and 
by atriking out the restriction upon the use of 
labor-saving machines. The report deciares 
that labor is necessary for the welfare of the 
convict, morally as well as physically. 

After the report had been read James W. 
Hawes stated that the provisions of the Savery 
bill required the employment of convicts on 
the State account system. The bill had been 
especially framed to avoid competition with 
free labor. 

Prot. Lewis said that prisons were a modern 
invention. Prisons were originally used as 
places in which to safely keep political offenders 
and enemies until the time of their punishment 
came, With the gradual growth of humanitari- 
aulsm imptisonment had come to take the 
place of older forms of punishment for crime. 
The one great use of prison labor above all 
others is the education of the convicts them- 
selves. The prisons are recruited from the idle 
and ignorant classes, full five-sixths of those 
confined in the New-York State prisons being 
ignorant ef any trade. The best thing for so- 
ciety and for the convict is to devote the period 
of his confinement in prison to teaching him a 
trade by which he can support himself. 

The report was unanimously adopted, and a 
committee of three was appointed to go to Al- 
bany and urge the adoption of the Suvery bill 
with the amendments as suggested by the olub.

GAS IN THE SUBWAYS. 


EFFORTS TO ASCERTAIN WHAT CAUSES 
THE EXPLOSIONS UNDER GROUND. 

Although experts talked for two hours 
yesterday in the Mayor’s office before the 
Board of Electrical Control about the recent ex- 
plosions of gas in the subways and sewers, no 
Satisfactory explanation of their causes or sug- 
gestions respecting the means to prevent them 
Were presented. Among the men who gathered 
to aid in the discussion of the matter were Pres- 
idents Edward Lauterbach of the Conselidated 
Telegraph and Eleetrical Subway Company and 
John P, Kennedy of the Mutual Gas Company. 
Gen. Francis B, Spinola represented the Stana- 
ard Gas Company, William H. Bradiey the Con- 


Solidated Gas Cowpany, and Engineer Lalor 
the Equitable Gas Company. The New-York 
Steam-Heating Company was also represented. 

Mr. Lauterbach made a iong statement to 
prove that the explosions could not have 0o- 
ourred by the contact of an electric spark with 

#8 that filtered into tue subways. This gas, 

© said, eseaped from the mains ef the several 
companies in lafge quantities because tho 
Maids were in Many instauces rotten or bauly 
laid. ‘the only company whose mains were 
properly laid and of first-class material was the 

tandard Company. It was not pevessary fora 
Spark or a flawe to make tle gas explode, Four 
per cent. of was wixeid with air made a spon- 
taneously eombustivle combination. To pre- 
Vent such explosivens:in the subways, Mr. 
Lauterbach said, his company had adopt- 
ed & system of eer owt the snb- 
ways from time to time, In his opinion tue 
subsoll of the streets of this city was saturated 
with gas from the mains and moist heat frum 
the steam pipes, whieb caused tue deterioration 
of pipes. This condition of the soil had caused 
mued trouble to his company in the construc- 
tion of subways. He explained most of the 6x- 
plosions on the theory of spontaneous combus- 
tion, but for the expiosion at Fitth-avenue and 
Twenty third-street he thought there was a 
specitio reason. It Was that an electric duct 
whieh ran into the basement of the Fifth-Ave- 
nue Hotel carried gas thither. A man with a 
glue pot was preparing to work in the base- 
ment. Ho lighted a fire under the pot, and tue 
flame, without notice by him, ignited the gas, 
traveled through the duet to the subway, and 
fo caused the explosion. The gas that ex- 
ploded was present in a large quantity because 
the employes of the Standard Gas Company had 
jeft a oap off a main. 

President Kennedy of the Mutual Gas Com- 
pany took exception to the statement that gas 
mains were badly made and iaid. He had laid 
many miles of pipes, and knew that they were 
laid well. The pipes were nuvi rotten. He had 
seen perfectly good pipe taken out of the 
around where {it had lain for 36 years. Ho 
knew of no way to lay pipe so that some gas 
would not filter ont, bat he thought that not 
more than 5 per eent. thus leaked eut. He also 
thought that Mr. Lauterbach was wrong in his 
theory that the escaped gas worked into the 
basements of buildings. In his opinion it fil- 
tered up through the earth to the open ain 

Engineer Kearney of the Board of EHlectrical 
Control suggested that gas mains be made gas- 

reof with a coating of concrete, President 

ennedy thought that mains could not be thus 
eoated. In response to Commissioner Gibbens 
he expressed the opinion that the subways 
shoulda be ventilated and then explosions would 
net happen. 
Superintendent E. J. Enfer of the Equitable 
Gas Company was of the opinion that if the gas 
mains leaked more than 5 per cent. it was be- 
causé the constructors ef the subways had not 
properly replaced the earth around them.

IN GETTING APPROPRIATIONS. 
Thirty members of the Washington 
Heights Taxpayers’ Association battled with 
the mad and rain last night to attend a meeting 
hejd at Mount St. Vincent Hotel, Tenth-avenue 
and One Hundred and Forty-eighth-street, In- 
terest was given to the meeting by the an- 
nouncement that the Hon. Ashbel P, Fitch 
would talk about the Harlem ship eanal.

Even though the 
iver aad Harbour Committee sbould recom- 
mend an appropriation of $2,000,000, it would 
net pass Ceouxress. Each member of that bouy 
considered bis district entitled to some portion 
of the money expended in river and harver im- 
prevements and would defeat a bill aiming to 
take 60 much from the total amount appro- 
priated. 
Mr. Fitch's address was follewed by a very 
brief and informal consideration of the rapid 
transit question, which eulminated in a reaolu- 
tien, offered by Mr. James Whalen, indorsing 
the Mayor’s Rapid Transit bill and urging its 
speedy passage by the Legislature. Copies ef 
the resolution will be sent to the legislators and 
the heads of the city departments.

MR. FITCH EXPLAINS THE DIFFICULTY

PROVIDENCE, BR. 1, April 1—The annual re-, 
port of Railroad Commissioner Freeman has 
just been presented to the General Assembly. 
There are 15 railroad companiés in Rhode Isl- 
and, with 257'miles of track and. capital stock 
amounting to $43,708,830. The three street 
railways have. 67 miles of track and a capisal 
of $1,724,000. 

The total receipts from passengers and freight 
for 1888 were $17,269,774 23, an inerease of 
$2,048,259 09, while the net earnings were 
$2,051,642 53; a decrease of $551,876 84. This 
decrease was in part oceasioned by the large 
amount of damage claims settled by the Boston 
and Providence Railroad on account of the 
acoident at Forest Hill, Mass. The passengers 


carried numbered 31,509,550, or over 3,000,000 
More than the previous years record, The 
total freight tonnage was 7,189,267, half a 
million more than the pre vious year, 

The question of suitable terminal facilities in 
Providence is receiving attention, and the city 
has taken the first step toward solving the 

roblem = tliling in the Cove Basin. The roads, 
t is stated, have nearly completed a plan upen 
which they hope to unite with the city. 

The recommendation is made that permission 
to make any more grade crossings be refused 
except for the most weighty reasons, 

Owing tu the difficulty in coupling the steam 
Pipes on roads where an interchange of cars is 
heceasary, progress has been made rather 
slowly in doing away with the oid-fashioned 
Car stove. The oars of the Providence, Warren 
aud Bristol Road are all heated with direct 
steam, as are the through trains on the Provi- 
dence and Worcester, The Providence Division 
of the Old Colony also uses steam, as does the 
New-York, Providence and Boston. The New- 
England Roadis using ali the varieus methods 
of heating.

SUED BY THE STATE. 
AUSTIN, Texas, April 1.—The State of Texas, 
through Attorney-General James 8. Hogg, on 
March 28 filed suitin the District Court of 
Travis County enjoining the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas Railway from voting, using, con- 
trolling, or transferring 97,2841, shares of stock 
of the International and Great Northern Rail 
way Company new held by it, and asking judg- 
ment in favor of the State of Texas against the 


International and Great Northern Railway 
Company for the sum of $10,561,040, 

The writ of injunction was issued to-day. The 
State, in its petition, sets forth that Texas pre- 
sented to the International and Great Northern 
Railway 3,353,680 acres of land, valued at 
$10,061,060, and exempted ali its property 
from taxation for 25 years. It grauted to both 
Trailroads concerned separate charters on the 
condition that they were to actas competing 
eon and that neither road should issue fictitious 
stoc 

The Missourl, Kansas and Texas now holds 
97,2841 shares of the capital stock of the Inter- 
national, which it procured without authority 
of law. Out of the total 100,000 shares of the 
capital stock of the Internatienal, 45,000 shares 
are declared to be fictitious. This fictitious 
stock the State asks to have canceled. The In- 
ternational and Great Northern, it is charged, 
has built 100 miles less of road than it bound 
Itself to build, and hus wholly violated its ob- 
ligations to the State; The petition further re- 
cites that the Missouri, Kansas and Texas has in 
view the complete absorption and control of 
the International and Great Northern. 


SALARIES INSTEAD OF COMMISSIONS. 
CHicaGo, April 1.—At a recent eonference 
the managers of the Chicage roads agreed to 
make a change in the method of employing 


agents to sell their tickets at the leading hotels 
of the city. Heretofore these agents have been 
paid commissions. 

It was agreed to discontinue the practice and 
pay the hotel agents a fixed salary. The West- 
ern roads decided to set apart $500 per month 
for this purpose, the Palmer House agent to 
receive $250 per month, the Grand Pagoific 
agent $200, and the Tremont House agent $50. 
The agents were notified of the decision of the 
companies, and those at the Granda Pacific and 
Tremont House accepted the deeree. The 
Palmer House agent, Joseph Couthoul, was 
imprudent enough to object. As a result, the 
Chicago and Northwestern and the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy have given notice to 
Chairman Abbott that they will at once with- 
draw their tiokets from sale at the ralmer 
House agency. 


OPENED FOR TRAVEL. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., April 1.—The new nine- 
teen-mile branch of the Port Jervis, Monticello 
and New-York Railroad, which connects the two 
towns first named with the New-York, Ontario 
and Western Railroad at Summitville, was for- 
mally opened for traflic to-day. Two passenger 
trains will ran daily from Port Jervis and Mon- 
ticello to New-York. ‘The stations on the new 
branch, between Port Jervis and Summitville, 
are Huguenot, Godeffroy, Cuddebackville, Port 
Orange,. Westbrookville, and Wurtaborough. 
‘the Port Jervis, Monticello and New-York Rail- 
road now operates 44 miles of road. Summer 
resort travel and the transportation of milk, 
biuestone, and lumber will furnish its principal 
revenues,

FORD PRINCE to be Governor of New-Mexi- 
so. We presume that Mr. Dana’s disap- 
pointment will be equally keen when the 
new member of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion is named. 








We look to see Mr.. SHERMAN, before the 
extraordinary session is closed, call up the 
Hoar-Chandler resolution for an investiga- 
tion into outrages upon the colered citizens 
of the United States, to move an amend- 
ment extending the investigation into re- 
cent occurrences. A recent State law giv- 
ing to colored children their equal rights in 
the public schools has given rise to mest ab- 
horrent demonstrations of race prejudice.

There is a good deal of discussion going 
on in the press and elsewhere sbout 
the expediency of appointing editors ‘or 
owners of newspapers to places of profit or 
honor under the Government.

Our own 
observation is that, as a rule, editors of real 
newspapers, that is, of journals devoted to 
the publication of the news and to candid 
discussion of current events, are not ex- 
posed to worriment over this question. 
The editors who are rewarded by party 
chiefs are these who have earned their 
reward. Their service is partisan, as the 
compensation is. Their opinions on matters 
affecting their party are generally worth 
what they cost, and no more. Favorable 
judgment from them costs nothing and 
brings nothing. Unfavorable judgment, as 
in Mr. HALSTEAD’s case, brings punishment, 
and the lesson is not lost upon others in the. 
The ups and downs 
of the calling, the fluctuations in the edi- 
torial market, have a certain contempo- 
raneous human interest which entitles 
them to the notice they get. The ethics of 
“organ grinding” are hardly worth dis- 
cussing; it has none, 








The detailed accounts of the disaster at 
Apia do not materially modify the impres- 
sion made by the first news that the loss of 
ourmen and vessels, if not literally un- 
avoidable, was yet not the result of negli- 
gence or of bad seamanship. The harbor 
itselZ is a very open one and faces the north, 
the quarter from which hurricanes are most 
likely to come. Inthis respect the road- 
stead conceded to us by treaty on the oppe- 
site or south shore of the neighboring island 
of Tutuila is much superior. But Apia is 
the commercial town and the scene of the 
struggle between the rival native forces, so 
that our squadron was compelled to anchor 
there. The conjecture that the English war 
vessel Calliope owed her escape to having 
steam up is reinforced on recalling that 
just a month earlier, on the 14th of Feb- 
ruary, she herself had experienced a 
heavy gale at Apia, and was com- 
pelled to _put to sea This would 
naturally render her more cautious and 
keep her as far away from the reef as prac- 
ticable, whereas the Trenton and Vandalia, 
which had not then arrived there, did not 
have that fresh experience to suggest extra 
wariness. Besides, the position of the Ger- 
man vessels, which had been through the 
February gale, naturally influenced that of 
eur.-own, in view of events on shore; and 
the Eber was the first to be wrecked. These 
points, however, will doubtless be made 
clearer.in Rear-Admiral KIMBERLY’s official 
report. 








We do not understand why the Panama 
Railroad Company permitted the Hon. 
RICHARD W. THOMPSON to retire from its 
Board of Directors. A man who has been 
able to earn $25,000 a year as Chairman of 
the Panama Canal Company’s ** American 
Committee” since 1880, while remaining 
in the seclusion of Terre Haute, has talents 
that are of great value to somebody, and 
we should think that this railroad 
company would not willingly have suf- 
fered the loss of the services of such a per- 
son. It has not been announced that Mr. 
THOMPSON has withdrawn frem_ the 
service and the salary list of the 
canal company, but we venture the 
prediction that he will not continue to 
give the support of hisname toan organ- 
ization whose reckless extravagance in 
fields not covered by the ‘‘ American Com- 
mittee’ has been revealed, and which no 
longer has money with which to pay the 
modest stipends of its faithful employés.

pended the $2,400,000 appropriated by the 
company for its use. 
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THE CONGRESSMAN’S TRADE. 
The incidents of this Administration are 


bringing out more clearly than has been 
brought out before the extent to which the 





their occupatiow as not legislation but 
spoils brokerage. For the first time, so far 
as we recall, in the history of our politics, 
the President of the United States felt him- 
self called upon to give a formal and ofiicial, 
though indirect, recognition of this remark- 
able view of the funetions of the people’s 
representatives. When he referred to the 
enormous number of subordinate oitices to 
which he assumed that it was his duty to 
make appointments—though nothing in law 
or reason requires him to do more than fill 
vacancies legitimately occurring—he de- 
clared in substance that he could not have 
personal knowledge of the fitness of 
applicants, and that he should rely on the 
representatives of the people and “ others” 
to furnish him with information. This 
statement was extremely significant. It 
was, as we have remarked, an indirect rec- 
ognition of the business of Congressmen to 
take part in the selection of employés of the 
Government. It was equally a recognition 
of the fact that they were not to have a 
monopoly of that business. The ‘‘others” 
who are to share in it are the political man- 
agers of the party of which the President is 
the chief. Inevitably this must lead to 
mote or less confusion and dissension in the 
party, and that has already taken place. 
It is but “alittle month,” “e’er yet those 
shoes are old” with which the politicians 
followed Mr. HaRRISON to the White House, 
and there are already quarrels deep and 
bitter over the distribution of the spoils 
between the Congressmen, who are assumed 
to be the elected spoils-mongers of the 
Nation, and the managers of the election. 
Gue Washington dispatches yesterday 
described a peculiarly typical:case.. Mr. 
Stoat Fassett, by virtue of his office as 
a member of. the National Committee, 
claimed the right to name a Postmaster at 
Elmira, which town enjoys the honor of 
his residence. Mr. FLoop is the Representa-

third by resignation, and to expose it to the 

risk of a majority of one only by the elec- 

tion of a Democrat in his district. In these 

circumstances the danger of offending Mr. 4 
FLoop was plainly too great to be lightly 

encountered. Mr. Fassretr could threaten 

no such direful consequences to follow his 

disappointment, and Mr. FLoop was al- 

lowed not only to name the Postmaster but 

to convert the office to his own personal 

use by the selection of his brother. 

This little incident throws a flood of light 
upon the condition of politics, upon the. 
principles by which the Republican Party 
of to-day is guided, upon the motives that 
inspire and govern party activity, and upon 
the future of Mr. Harrison’s Administra- 
tion. Mr. FLoop is, of course, not the only 
member of Congress who may see fit to back 
his claims with a threat of resignation.. 
His action may suggest not only this but 
other like methods of compelling the Presi- 
dent to deal with members of Congress to 
the exclusion of all competitors. It is the 
“boycott” in politics, and it involves the 
same greed, the same unscrupulous use of 
power, the same disregard of the rights of 
others and of the public interests as does 
this method in ordinary affairs. But there 
is one peculiarity about the Congressman’s 
trade as thus practiced that ought to excite 
public interest and that does excite the in- 
dignation and contempt of intelligent men. 
It is this, that the Congressman who uses 
his official trust to secure patronage for 
himself, for his family, or for his party fol- 
lowers is appropriating to his own ad- 
vantage that which does not belong te 
him, but to the public, and is to all intents 
and purposes an embezzler of the public 
goods. By the Constitution and by every 
rational and honest conception of a repre- 
sentative government, the Congressman 
can have nothing to do with the offices. 
The people, on the other hand, have a clear 
and indefeasible right, without any regard 
whatever to the party that may be in pow- 
er, that the officers of the civil service, 
their agents for the performance of public 
business, shall be chosen, retained, or dis- 
missed solely with reference to their fitness 
to do the work assigned to them. The duty 
ef administering and defending this right 
is intrusted by the Constitution to the 
President, with the advice of the Senate, or 
to the heads of departments, as Congress by 
law shall determine. The whole wretched 
system that is partially recognized by Mr. 
HARRISON, that is used by Congressmen of 
the dominant party, and of which the 
Flood-Fassett incident is a striking and 
complete example, is without sanction in 
the Constitution, or in law, orin justice, 
reason, and decency. 








ARE OUR LEGISLATORS CORRUPT? 


The newspaper correspondents at Albany, 
who have a near view of the proceedings 
in the legislative halls andin the lobbies 
and committee rvoins of the Capitol and a 
quick perception of what is going on about 
them, appear to be strongly impressed with 
the idea that the action of the majority of 
the legislators is liable to be determined by 
the corrupt use of money. This is a very 
serious suspicion to be entertained by men 
who are merely watchful and alert, with 
exceptional opportunities for chservation, 
and whe have no motives for attributing 
to the representatives of the people pur- 
poses which they do not. entertain. 
lf their suspicions .are well founded 
we have a state of things presented 
at Albany which is calculated to cause 
decided alarm. It has come to such a 
pass that when the interests of the people 
of the State, or of any part of it, come in 
conflict with those of great corporations or 
combinations of capital whose profits would 
be affected by legislation, the latter are able 
to gain their point by simple, gross bribery 
of those who have been chosen by the peo- 
ple to guard their interests, and have sworn 
to do sofaithfully. Have we reached such 
a scandalous stage of degradation in this 
State? 

We certainly hope that the record of the 
session from this time on will not confirm 
the apprehensions of the Albany correspond- 
ents who appear to have so little faith in 
legislative integrity. They may be some- 
what hasty in their judgment, and fail to 
discriminate with accuracy the motives 
which appear to actuate members of the 
two houses. They may be too ready to 
generalizé, and attribute to the majority 
purposes which are harbored by only a 
comparatively few, for unfortunately it 
cannot be denied that there are men chosen 
to the Legislature every year who are con- 
stantly on the lookout for a chanee to line 
their pockets. That is bad enough, but if 
itis true that corruption has come to be 
the decisive factor in legislation, whenever 
there is an opportunity for it to come into 
play on a sufficient scale, we shall have to 
bestir ourselves to find some means of sav- 
ing the Commonwealth from shame and 
ruin. 

We are not disposed to prejudge the. pur- 
poses of legislators in regard to measures 
upon which they have not finally acted, 
and they may yet dispel the suspicions that 
have been excited. But they will have to 
stand the judgment which their conduct 
may provoke, if public interests are really 
sacrificed to serve those of corporations and 
capitalists in cases for which there can be 
no explanation creditable to their sense of 
honor and public duty. There are two 
measures pending which will afford a 
crucial test by which members of the 
Legislature will be judged. These measures 
affect the city of New-York alone. In re- 
gard to such measures honest legislators 
will seek to learn what the people of this 
city desire, what their public authorities 
approve, and what the real interests of the 
city demand. The bill intended to give the 
Cable Railroad Company the use of from 
fifty to seventy miles of our streets for its 
contrivances is opposed by property owners 
and taxpayers and by the people generally. 
It is condemned by the public authorities, 
and there is a general conviction here that 
it would not serve the interests of the pub- 


lature can have no excuse for-acting. The 

scheme is supported only by the capitalists 

interested in it in the hope of making money 

out of the city, and by their paid lawyers 

and agents, It has already been favorably 

reported. If itis passed under the existing 

circumstances, corruption will be the only » 
possible explanation. 

On the other hand, the bill intended to 
secure for the city an adequate system of 
rapid transit under the control and: direc- 
tion of the public authorities has, at least 
in its general aim, the support of pub- 
lic opinion, of property owners, taxpay- 
“ers, and the people generally. It is not 
only approved by the municipal author 
ities, but originated with them, and as to 
its serving the interests of the public there 
can be no question. Itis opposed only by 
the cable company, which fears that it will 
militate against its own scheme, and by 
the Manhattan Railway Company, which 
wishes to maintain its makeshift for rapid 
transit as a perpetual monopoly. This 
opposition, proceeding from corporations 
and capitalists who have only selfish mo- 
: tives and only pecuniary interests to serve, 
+ can prevail only by corrupt means. The 
action of the Legislature upon these two 

measures will decide whether or not it is 
Funder the control of corrupt influences, 
and whether legislation is to be obtained 
or defeated by sheer bribery. When that 
question is determined, we shall knew 
whether we have reached the stage of deg- 
radation calling for some extraordinary 
effort to arouse the public conscience or not. 








“INSTRUMENTS OF GREED.” 

The Tribune is still trying to convince its 
readers that it can honestly and consist- 
ently be the bitter enemy of all combina- 
tions and at the same time oppose a reduc- 
tion of the tariff duties that enable many 
combinations to exact high prices, although 
a considerable reduction would still leave 
ample protection for the iftdustries in ques- 
tion if prices in the home market should be 
regulated by fair competition. The Tribune 
is getting into deep water, for recently, in 
an unguarded moment, it admitted that 
certain combinations are aided by tariff 
duties and that their greed could be re- 
strained by ‘“‘ sweeping away every cent of 
the duty.” On the 20th ult, these re- 
marks slipped into its editorial columns: 


“Tf it [the tariff] has defects, this is the time 
to cure them. If its benefits are taken from 
the people to whom they belong by any syndi- 
eates or combinations, this isthe time to break 
down such monopolies, and if necessary to so 
modify the laws that they can no longer be main- 
tained. The disposition to defeat the tariff by 
combinations of producers who are benefited 
by it is one whieh should be met without com- 
promise. The people have not upheld the prin- 
ciples of protection for the purpose of giving 
great fortunes to a few favored individuals.” 


The Tribune returned to the subject yes- 
terday and strove to show that it had not 
been ‘‘moved to denounce them [Trusts and 
other combinations] only.because convinced 
that they tend to render the protective sys- 
tem unpopular,” but was really denouncing 
them because they were the dangerous 
enemies of the protective policy. ‘The 
Trusts which have been aided by protect- 
ive duties,” it said. ‘‘if any such exist, do 
injure the cause in the public estimation, 
and that is an additional and honorable 
reason for opposing them, but no such ad- 
ditional reason is needed. They kindle 
public indignation against the men who 
abuse opportunities granted for the public 
benefit and strive to turn them into instru- 
ments of private greed.” 

But if the Tribune and those whom it rep- 
resents really believe that all combinatiens 
in protected industries are hostile and dan- 
gerous to the protective policy, and if they 
admit that these combinations are aided by 
tariff duties and can be restrained or broken 
by a reduction of these duties, why do they 
refuse so to “modify” the tariff laws that 
these rings “can no longer be maintained” ? 
So long as they refuse to reduce the duties 
in question they must not complain if some 
other oppenents of combinations charge 
them with inconsistency and even hypoc- 
risy. 

Let us take up the evidence. The opin- 
ions of the Tribune found expression in the 
Senate Tariff bill. The Tribune knows that 
the industry of making linseed oil is con- 
trolled by a Trust, and that this combina- 
tion takes full advantage of the tariff duty 
of 25 centsa gallon. Inthe Senate bill this 
duty was not reduced, but the Millis bill 
cut it down to 15 cents. The Tribune 
knows that the envelope industry is con- 
trolled by a powerful combination, and it 
has published the evidence relating to this 
ring. The Senate bill did not reduce the 
duty of 25 per cent., but raised it by substi- 
tuting a duty of 25 cents per thousand en- 
velopes, The Tribune has stated that there is 
a combination of the manufacturers of 
spool thread. The present duty was re- 
tained in the Senate bill. The Tribune 
knows that the producers of borax have 
raised prices almost to the tariff limit by 
combination. The high duties on borax 
were not reduced by the Senate. The 
Tribune has said that the manufacture 
and sale of slates are controlled by a 
combination, and has shewn that the in- 
dustry really needs no protection. The; 
duty of 30 per cent. was net changed in the 
Senate bill, The Zribune knows that by 
means-of a very successful combination and 
with the aidofa duty of 35 per cent. the 
makers of sheet copper have for some 
years exacted an extortionate price for 
their product. The Senate bill retained 
this duty. Other examples of the \same 
kind might be cited. 

In some cases the Senate bill made aslight 
reduction of duties that are now or have 
been used by rings, and it is well known toe 
the Zribune that seme of these duties as 
fixed in the bill are far above the limit that 
would afford prohibitory protection and 
may still be used by combinations as ‘‘in- 
struments of private greed.” For example, 
the duty on steel rails was reduced from 
$17 te $15 68, although the Tribune well: 
knows that a duty of $6 or $7 would ex- 
clude foreign rails at the prices current 
here and su°Mngiand during the last six 
months. Anything above ihe rate that is 
required for exclusion 1s certainly not need- 
ed for protection, but the excess is of great 
value to a combination, for it permits the 
combination to make a great addition to 
its ring price. Weadmit that the price of 








lic, Against_this local opposition the Legis- | rails here a6 present is not such 9 price as is : 
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fixed by a ring, but the price was raised by 
combination to the extreme limit of the 
high duty in 1887, and it may be so raised 
again. : 

These examples will suffice for the pres- 
ent, They show that those whe are in 
accord with the Zribune are not ready to 
show their hostility toward tariff-aided 
combinations by reducing the duties, and 
that in the cases cited such reductions were 
not made by the Senate Tariff bill, which 
the Tribune supported. We submit that 
these facts deserve the Tribune’s attention, 
and that the sincerity of its denunciations 
of combinations in protected jndustries 
ean best be shown by a demand for a 
reduction of all duties that aid combina- 
tions to the point where they will afford 
nothing more than protection to the prod-: 


ucts when sold at. prices regulated by: 


competition. And at the same time we re-: 
mind the Tribune that those who have 
asked for such reductions are not neces- 
sarily free traders, for- many a duty can 
suffer:a very considerable reduction and 
still be protective if free competition in 
the home market be established. 


“SOCIETY” AND THE ALDERMEN. 


Those patriotic New-Yorkers who volun- 
teered to take charge of the centennial cele- 
bration are in the way to discover that 
their pathway, is not to be strewn with 
flowers. Their original notion appears to 
have been to seize the occasion for a mild 
orgy of ancestor worship, and to put them- 
selves in evidence as the great and gooa 
descendants of the great and good men of 
1789. There weuld have been some serious 
difficulties in the way of reducing this 
theory of the celebration to practice, even 
if there had been no outside interference 
with it, as was shown by a collation of Mr. 
WARD MACALLISTER’S arrangement of the 
centennial quadrille with the authorities 
on which he professed to fouud it. But these 
difficulties might have been surmounted by 
the conscientious and harmonious efforts 
ef society. As the Marchioness assured 
Mr. Richard Swiveller concerning the 
quality of the sparkling beverage she 
had concocted of orange peel and water, 
if you make believe a great deal it is 
very good. The centennial quadrille, and 
the centennial celebration in general, if 
they could have been carried out as they 
were originally projected, would have made 
huge demands upon the faith of those who 
took partin them, but these demands would 
have been promptly honored. The collapse 
of this interesting project has been due not 
te its inflation to the bursting point, 
but |to pressure from outside. When the 
Legislature demanded that it should be 
not merely recognized as an unpleasant 
modern fact, but exalted to a conspicuous 
and honorable position in the pageant, and 
that seats to the number of 1,000 should 
be reserved for its members, the pious 
wershippers of their ancestors, or of those 
of other people, must have felt that they had 
received a cruel blow. Now that that has 
been followed up by a demonstratien of the 
Aldermen, the Centennial Committee must 
feel that there is an end of the celebration 
as an act of faith or as a demonstration of 
atavism. 

Nobody can safely dispute in the presence 
ofan Alderman that he is of illustrious 
descent. Moreover, every candid reader of 
Prof. TYNDALL’S acceunt of his experiments 
upon sporntaneous generation must be con- 
vinced that every existing Alderman had a 
progenitor in 1789 whose habits, at that 
comparatively. recent date, were not arbo- 
real, but it is highly unlikely that the 
identity of that progenitor is known to the 
Alderman himself. He is quite as confi- 
dent of his noble lineage as if he aspired to 
take part in the centennial quadrille, but 
the period is too recént to interest him. 
There is a lacuna in his pedigree, between 
the ancient Irish King and the contempo- 
raneous New-York Alderman, of about one 
thousand years. During this interval he 
has passed “ through great varieties of un- 
tried being,” and he has finally arrived at a 
point at which it is difficult to blame the 
Centennial Committee for an unwillingness 
to associate themselves with him in any 
private or public function. 








Unfortunately for the pious celebrants, 
the Alderman is in a pesition to enforce his 
claims. If the committee does not provide 
the Aldermen with as many:’seats, upon 
the grand stand which it fondly hoped to 
reserve for society, as the Aldermen think 
they ought to have, the board claims the 
power to prevent the erection ef stands or 
of trophies in the public streets. lf its 
own view of its own power be correct, we 
need not doubt that the power will be rutn- 
lessly exercised. It may be waived when 
the question is of obliging a constituent 
with an awning or a meatrack oreven a 
bay window. But when itis a question of 
principle, of vindicating the dignity of a 
co-ordinate branch of the Municipal Gov- 
ernment, and of securing front seats for 
themselves wemay besure the Aldermen will 
neither waivenor waver. Iftheystand firm 
this is the end of the attempt to make the 
celebration a ‘society event” ona great 
scale. For exclusiveness is of the essence 
of seciety events, and to attribute ex- 
clusiveness to a gathering to which Alder- 
men are admitted, ‘‘ as such” or otherwise, 
is, of course, a contradiction in terms. 
Compared with this calamity, the demand 
of the Grand Army to take precedence of 
the militia and the demand of the Legis- 
lature to have 4 thousand seats reserved 
fer it dwindle into insignificance. 

In enly one direction can we see a gleam 
of light. Ifthe Legislature and the Alder- 
men could be induced te take part in the 
procession obviously they could not view it 
from the grand stand. In that case the 
committee weuld doubtless be delighted to 
defray the livery bills, while the procession 
itself would more than gain for purposes of 
reproof and edification what it lost in mere 
picturesqueness. It is quite true that this 
device would not rehabilitate the ball. It 
is already settled that the. Legislature 
shall we there, nes at the expense of its 
own members, and the Aldermen will not. 
consent to be put upon a lower footing. A 
bail at which the whole Board ot Alder- 
men is present necessarily carries. the 
promise and potency ef a wake. .The 
projectors of a truly refined, decorous, and 


exclusive celebration of the centennial are‘ 
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to be condoled with on this melancholy 
issue of their educational campaign. 
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It is not surprising 
Evangelical Alliance in Canada has pre- 
pared a petition to the Queen asking her to 
interfere in behalf of the Protestants of 
Canada against the Roman Catholics. It 
would be surprising, however, if her Majesty 
should grantthe prayerof the petitioners. 
About the merits of the quarrel we are not 
informed, but whatever they may be, the 
British Government, under the present 
colonial system, could do nothing but mis- 
chief by taking any part whatever in the 
domestic politics of such a dependency as 
Canada, Our experience with such differ- 
ences en this side of the border has been 
mainly in connection with education, and 
most people who are not themselves relig- 
ious zealots are agreed that the only way 
in which to avert evil consequences from 
them is the absolute secularizing of public 
instruction. 








Senator TELLER has introduced a resolu- 
tion in favor of considering executive ap- 
pointments in open sessions of the Senate, 
and promises to make a vigorous effort at 
the next session of Congress to secure its 
adoption. Mr. TELLER’s avowed motive for 
his action is, that when he gives his reasons 
for opposing an appointment in secret ses- 
sion he finds himself publicly credited with 
altogether different reasons. He prefers to 
give his reasons in a public manner and 
have them correctly reported. The theory 
of secret sessions appears to be that the 
public has no right to know why Senators 
oppose confirmations; but the public 
will try to find out all the same, 
and if it is misled it is the fault 
ef the Senators themselves. It has been 
apparent for some years to everybody but 
the members of that august body itself 
that secret sessions of the Senate serve no 
useful public purpose. They sometimes 
cover transactions that are discreditable, 
but never serve as a safeguard for any pub- 
lic interest whatever. Star chamber pro- 
ceedings are not popular in this country, 
and the United States Senate would add to 
its dignity by abolishing them. It is to be 
hoped that Mr. TELLER will not lose his 
zeal on this subject when Congress comes 
together next December, for he may be a 
useful recruit for the cause of open sessions. 








The recent explosions of gas in the sub- 
way manholes call attention to the fact 
that the soil underneath the pavements of 
this city is completely saturated with gas 
from the leaky mains, which is constantly 
escaping into the air and into buildings 
and vitiating the atmosphere which the 
people have to breathe. Means can proba- 
bly be found to prevent the dangerous ex- 
plosions in the streets, but it is quite as im- 
portant to prevent the constant poisoning 
of the air whichis going on. It certainly 
cannot be necessary that 15 to 20 per cent. 
of all the gas distributed should escape 
from the pipes on its way. This wasted 
gas is paid for by the people whom it poi- 
sons, and if the waste were stopped it 
might be possible to get the price of that 
which is used correspondingly reduced. 
The people of New-York continue to pay 
from 50 to 75 per cent. more for gas than it 
costs in European cities of similar size.

fraud on the part of such officers as well as of, 
individuals who might try to pose as Republic- 
ans without the fitness te do so. This recem- 
mendation was referred to the Exeeutive 
Committees. The First District ¢ontestants 
were not Satistied with the action 
of the Committee on Appeais. They informed 
the County Committee that Leader John H. 
Grimes was a person inclined to fraud, who 
prevented good Republicans from getting into 
the Republican asseciation, and who managed 
the recent enrollment for the purpose of en- 
abling himself to continue to use that assoeia-; 
tion for his personal advantage and adversely 
to the interests of the Republiean Party. The 
charges were referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee. A committee was then deciaed on to 
eonfer with other associations respecting the: 
means for the erection of a great Republican 
headquarters building.

THE HON. JOHN HENRY POPE. 

The Hon. John Henry Pope, Deminion 
Minister of Rallways and Canals, died of gen- 
eral debility yesterday afternoon at Ottawa, 
after a long illness. Mr. Pope was born in Que- 
bec in 1820 near the Vermont boundary line. 
His parents were from Now-Hampshire. He 
entered Parliament 32 years ago, and by his re- 
markable energy soon became a power in the 
Conservative Party. In his younger days he 
took an active part in military matters. He 
entered the Dominion Cabinet in 1871. Mr. 
Pope was Minister of Railways for four years. 

In 1880 he visited England in company with 
Sir Charles Tupperand took part in the nego- 
tiations which resulted in the sonstruction of 
the Canada Paeific Railway. Touching trib- 
utes to his memory were made in, the House of 
Commons yesterday by Sir John Maedonald, 
the Hon. Peter Mitchell, and the Hon. W. Lau- 
rier, leader of the Opposition. 

Mr. Pope died worth $1,000,000.

MUSICAL 4ND DRAMATIO, 


“" YON BULOW’S RECITALS. 

The Broadway Theatre was filled yester- 
@ay afternaen when Dr. Hans von Biilow came 
forward to give the first of his piano recitals 
since his return to this city. He was received 
with an outburstof warm and prolonged ap- 
plause, which must have afforded him gratify- 
ing evidence of this public's esteem for him. 
The warmth was increased to enthusiasm by 
his playing, and the delight of the audience in 
his interpretations ef Beethoven spoke elo- 
guently of the truth and substantiality of the 
public taste for goed music, The four recitals 
ofthis week are devoted to what the Doctor 
calls the Beethoven cyclus, which embraces 
most of the important piano compositions 


written by the master between 1795 and his 
death. 

The programmes of the cyelus are arranged 
in such a manner as to give the hearer a tolera- 
bly good idea of the three styles in which Bee- 
thover’s works were elassed by Herr von Lenz 
in his “‘ Beethoven et ses Trois Styles.” This 
@lassification has been widely accepted, though 
there are differences ef opinion as to its details, 
It is not strictly chronological, yet it illustrates 
foreibly the general growth of Beethoven's 
genius. The first style shows distinct traees of 
the influence of Hayds and Mozart, though the 
individuality of the new genius breaks forth 
frequently. The tirst and second symphonies 
Deleng to this style, though there are passages 
in them which might have been written years 
later than they were. His early piano sonatas 
— his first piano cencerto Delong to this peried 
also. 

Then comes a transition, marked by the 
Kreutzer sonata, the © minor piano concerto, 
and the Eroica symphony, after which the 
master entered his period of maturity, when 

«his works are all individual, characteristic, and 
charged with enormous strength. To this period 
belong “ Fidelio’ and its four overtures, the 
mass in C, the symphonies from No, 4 to Ne. 8, 
inclusive, the ‘“Coriclanus” overture, the 
“Egmonv’ music, the piano concertos in G and 
E fiat, the violin concerto, the Rassomoufisky 
quartets and those in E flat and & minor, the 
three later pianoforte trios, and a dozen of his 
Piano senatas, including the D minor and the 
* Appassionata.” 

The third styie began after the culmination 
of Beethoven's prosperity in 1814, when bis 
life entered upon a series of sorrows and mis- 
fortunes that tilled his soul with bitterness and 
an unspeakable yearning for eternal rest. To 
this period belong the ninth symphony, the 
piano sonatas from ne 7 101 to opus 111, and 
thealast quartets, opus 127 to 135. 

Yesterday’s recital Wus satistactorily repre- 
Bentaiive of the first period, though Herr von 
Lenz does not ivclude in 1t the sonatas beyond 
opus 22. Those who aim to pereeive the evi- 
dences upon which this classification is founded 
must bear in mind the fact that Beetheven was 
always original and distinctive in quality. 
Though his early works contain passages and 
movements molded in the style of Haydn and 
Mozart, nevertheless in close juxtaposition to 
them we meet music which neither of those 
masters could by any possibility have written. 
The first two movements of the sonata in A 
major, opus 2, No. 2, played by Dr. von Bulow 
yesterday are inatantes of this kind. 

The sonata ia D, opus 28, was composed in 
the same year (1801) as the two marked “quasi 
fantasia,” whieh will be heard to-day. Cranz, 
the Hamburg publisher, labeled this sonata 
** Pastoral,” a suiliciently appropriate title. The 
andante of this work was an especial laverite 
with Beethoven and was often played by him. 
The twe sonatas included in opus 14 were ex- 
plained very tuily by Beethoven to Schindler, 
who hasleft a full account of the master’s 
ideas. Both sonatas, aeeording to sbchindler, 
have for their subject a dialogue between hus- 
band and wife or lover and beleveda. This dia-. 
logue and its meaning are more forcibly ex- 
pressed in the socond sonata, the opposition of 
the two principal parts being strongly marked. 
Beethoven presents to us in these two parts 
two principles—the entreating and the resisting 
—and their opposition is signified by contrary 
motion. Those who wish to follow out the de- 
tails of this imaginary dialogue will find them 
in Ignace Mescholes’s edition ef Schindler, be- 
ginning at page 153, 

It may as well be added here that Dr. von 
Biilow paid no attention whatever to Schind- 
ler’s detailed description of Beethoven’s man- 
ner of playing these two sonatas, and yet the 
general tenor of his reading was not at all in- 
consistent with the ideas recorded by the biog- 
rapher. This 1s undoubtedly to the planist’s 
credit. An endeavor to reproduce Beethoyen’s 
manner by the aid of a printed analysis would 
in all probability result only in @ lack of free- 
dom and a soulless artificiality. 

Those who never heard Dr. von Biilow till 
yesterday can now readily anderstand his uni- 
Versai acceptance as a great interpreter ef Bee- 
thoven. Heisone of those pianists who justly 
claim @ position in art. His technique is amply 
sufficient for the labor in hand, but itis » means 
to anend and is never permitted to obtrude itself 
at the expense of truth and justice to the com- 
poser. Dr. von Biilow is a fine musical elocu- 
tionist. He plays with beautiful distinctness of 
enukciation, and exhibits the same admirable 
ability in bringing out the important phrases of 
each passage and adjusting their relatious te 
one another as he does in his conducting ef an 
orchestra. 

There is never any doubt as to his eonception 
of @ passage, a movement, or an entire eompo- 
sition. He makes everything perspicuously in- 
tellizible, and one feels that he has subjected 
the werk in hand to a keen analysis and w con- 
sequent synthesis which resuits in roundness 
and symwmetery. This leaves in the hearer’s 
mind ai the conclusion oi each number a feeling 
of deep satisfaetion. And this, of course, is 
completed, deepened, intensified by the lofi 
musical quality of the reading. 

‘There is no chgap sentimentality, no ad cap- 
tandum production of effects, no claptrap of 
auy kind about Dr. von Biilow’s playing. it is 
dignified, slevated, and sincere. Surely no one 
could so fully bring out the real emotional 
Jorce, the noble poetry of the adagio in the 
Sonata Pathetique with more beauty than be 
did yesterday. And beyond a donbt his per- 
formance of the A major sonata was a revela- 
tion to the audience, 

Taken altogether, yesterday’s recital will un- 
doubtedly be remembered as an epoch in the 
musieal experience of the great majority of 
those present. And if Dr. von Billow can do so 
much with the works of Beethoven’s earliest 
period, what may we not expect when he comes 
to read for us the com positions of the later days, 
when, a8 Edward Dapnreuther suggests, the 
master rose from the plane of musician te that 
ofseer? Beyond doubt yesterday was but an 
earnest of greater things to come. 


JENA ae a 
PALMER’S THEATRE. 

There is an old and trite saying that too 
many cooks spoil the broth, and this may 
be aptly applied to the operetta, “The May 
Queen,” produced by the McCaull Comic Op- 
era Company at Palmer’s Theatre last even- 
ing. The libretto was written by Richard 
Genée, W. Maustadt, and Bruno Zappert, with 
the assistance of an anonymous adapter and 
the factitious aid of De Wolf Hopper, who 
added ail kinds of contemporancous human 
interest te the book. In justice te Mr. Hopper 


it must be said that his work was the most 
amusing of all that was produced by the for- 
midable literary bureau. 

The new operetta has an abundanee of plot. 
It is unfortunately somewhat overburdened in 
this respect, and the auditor finds some diffi- 
eulty in following its iniricacies. The ro- 
wantie elements of the story are given the most 
prominence, and they are not without pictur- 
esyueness and interest. The comedy of the 
book is not as prominent asthat of the majority 
of operettas brought forward by Col. McCaull, 
and this wilitates against the hold gof the 
work on the average hearer. But everything 
that could be doneto make the most of the 
humorous passages has been done, and there 
are many opportunities for laughter. The see- 
ood act, however, is not as bright as it might 
be, and this is a serious defect. 

The music was composed by A. Czibulka, and 
consists ef a series of light and melodious num- 
bers, which do not aim at anything very lofty, 
There is an abundance of waltz rhythm in the 
operetta, and some of the numbers written in 
this measure are pretty and taking. Several 
numbers were leudly applauded, and had to be 
repeated. 

he performance was carried on with great 
spirit by Col. MoCanull’s strong company. De 
Wolf Hopper, in another unique make-up, made 
a groat deal of fun in his cusiomary manner as 
the Lord Mayor ef London, and he was ably 
soconded by Diguy Bell as Toby, and Jeiferson 
De Angelis as Giles.

MISS COGHLAN. 

It was a pleasure to help in the welcome 
Miss Rose Coghlan reeeived at the Star Theatre 
last night. Perhaps all the noise made was not 
sincere applause; there was enough of it to jus- 
tify suspicion, and managers of traveling 
stars are in the habit of “working up” 
@® great deal of ‘‘enthusiasm” at the 
beginning of a New-York engagement. 
But Rose Coghlan has won the esteem 
of theatregoers here, and if her “reeeption”’ 
Was a bit exaggerated no harm was done. 
Everybody was really glad to see her, to hear 
her pleasing voice, to wateh her earnest, vig- 
orous, graceful acting in her brother's romantio 
drama, ‘‘Jocelyn.” 

Miss Coghlan was never handsomer, and the 
gowns of Jocelyn become her well. The play 
was interrupted in a very exciting moment to 
allow the chivalric and impressionable occu- 


pants of the gallery to express their admiration 
of the beautiful picture she made in her wed- 
diug gown. A striking incident of ** Jocelyn” is 
@ duel to the death with swords fought 
by Jocelyn in male attire and the cruel 
Villain of the play, Prince Saviani, in which the 
woman triumphs. The dramatic value of this 
passage is greatly overrated in the manager’s 
abnouncements. The last act is indeed the 
weukest of the piece. But the scene affords 
Miss Coghian an opportunity to show her skill 
as aswordswoman, and makes a very pretty 
picture. 
The drama of “Jocelyn” was reviewed in this 
place last October, when Miss Coghlan and ber 
company were acting in Newark. Itis a ro- 
Mantic drama of the old-fashioned kind, involv- 
lng a stirring story and striking situations, 
and it 1s, moreover, written with good taste 
and imbued with the spirit of the age 
of which it treats. The language used, espe- 
Clally ino the first two acts, is direct and forcible 
in the strong passages, suggestive and poetical 
in the quieter scenes, and it hus the antique 
fiavor and formal quality of the language of 
old romance. The author, Charles Coghlan, is 
a@ student, and though he has produced in 
**Jocelyn” a drama of a familiar pattern, he has 
not ebtained either his subject or his mode of 
treatment directly from other play wrights. 
There is a background of pleasing romance in 
** Joveltyn”; the confusion aud excitement of a 
troubled era are aceurately reflected in it, and 
it is distinguisbed by firm, clear, artistic execu- 
tion. But the taste of this age is not for the 
romantic drama, with its necessary broad sym- 
belism and its fervent eloquence and effusive 
sentiment. Playgoers look at the stage 
with practical eyes. The popular melo- 
drama is excessively “realistic.” The 
current of contemporary criticism of the 
drama is strongly in favor of probability 
even at the expense of passion, humor, and 
artistic effect. In a modern cvemedy if a per- 
Ssonage comes upon the scene abruptly, 


without giving any plausible excnse for 
his presence, the play is cendemned 
for “improbability.” The playwright is 


restricted nowadays in a way the playwrights 
ef 30 years ago never dreamed of. In face of 
this fact only an actor of rare magnetism can 
gain great popular success with romantic drama, 
Unfortunately, Miss Coghlan is not as well 
supported as she might be, Mr, Lackaye, who 
acted Saviani with rather more d)soretion six 
months ago than he employs now, and Mr. Tem 
Webber, who exaggerates the senility of 
the old steward, are the best actors 
in the supporting cast. Mr John Ma- 
lene, who, if rather formal and stiff in 
his manner, is @ capable actor, has been dis-— 
piaced in the eharacter of Jocelyn’s lover by 
a well-intentioned gentleman who dves not 
seem to be an actor at all. Three of the 


four bravos who help Saviani in his 
rascality are performed in’ an exagger- 
ated and painfully grotesque manner, 
though Mr. Hurry Gwynuette does the 


other well enough. Mrs. Charlies Watson, as 
hitherto, acts her part carefully; but many 
opportunities offered by the play have been 
missed in casting it. The setting is appropri- 
ate. Miss Coghlan will remain at the Star The- 
atre for a fortnight.

THE QUESTION OF PAYING UP DEBTS 


OWED BY THE STATE. 

TRENTON, N. J., April 1.—Mr. Voorhees was 
somewhat misled to-night by the suave manner 
in which Speaker Hudspeth asked for delay and 
led him te believe that the majority would agree 
to some measure to raise sulficiont meney to 
pay the debt of the State. With MocDermitt in 
the chair the House, as a Committee of the 
Whole, considered the State tax measure of Mr. 
Voorhees introduced last week. 

In support of his metion to report the meas- 
ure favorably the introducer said that the Con- 
troller’s report showed that there was a de- 
ficiency. He said that the State credit being 
at stake, the Legislature should provide the 
way and means to pay the debt. He added that 
the Governor and Controller said but two 
ways were open—a State tax and a diversion of 
the school fund money. The latcer is held by 
ood lawyers to be unconstitutional, and that 
eft his methed alone to be adopted. 

Speaker Hudspeth said that he disclaimed all 
partisanship. He wanted time to consider this 
question and asked the introducer to consent to 
report progress. The result was that Mr. Voor- 
hees consented to let it go over. 

Upon eonversing with several Democrats it 
was found that under no circumstanees will 
they pass the measure. They will rather en- 
deavor to pass @ bill Giverting the money from 
the school fund or else piace heavier taxes 
upon tne rallroads and canals. Newark 
has had a determined fight during the Mayor- 
alty of Joseph H. Haynes, the present incum- 
bent. The Controlier of the city, P. T. Quinn, 
isa Republiean, who was appointed before Mayor 
Haynes came into power. When his term ex- 
pired a Demeerat was nominated by the Mayor, 
but a Republican Council would not eontirm 
the nomination, and although 15 names have 
been sent to that body, all have been rejected 
and Controller Quinn holds over. To end this 
fight for the Democrats, Mr. Wiedenmaier to- 
night introduced a bill which he preposes to 
have passed. It takes from the Council power 
of confirmation and places the absolute ap- 
pointment in the Muyor’s hands. 

The Senate passed the bill which reorganizes 
the Boards of Freeholders of Essex and Hudson 
Counties by making one member from each 
Assembly district. The bill will be signed by 
the Governor at ence, it having passed the 
— last week. Both boards will be Demo- 
cratic.

Starting with a business of $32,000 a year, 
with 20 men, and a payroll of $13,000, the basi- 
ness broadened and ripened, until now the 
works do a business of $3,000 & year and 
give empleyinent te a force of over 1,000 mon, 
whose payroll alone amounts to $500,000 per 
annum. Me 

Like Peter Cooper, whom he resembled in 
some respeots, Mr. Allis eut logse from old 
party athiations, and cast his lot with the 
Greenback Party. He was the candidate of 
that party for Governor of Wisconsin in 1887, 
and by means of his administrative ability ana 

rsonal magnetism made the party a power in 
tate polities, polling over 26,000 votes, where 
before it had polled only a fow hundred. 

After the collapse of the Greenback idea he 
withdrew from politics. He leaves a widow and 
11 children.

ISOHIGORIN LEAVES 
CHESS CONGRESS. 
BUT HE RETURNS WHEN THE JUDGES 
DECIDE IN HIS FAVOR—THE GAMES 
PLAYED YESTERDAY. 
There was a ripple of excitement yester- 
day at the Chess Congress just before the even- 
ing session began, when Mr. Tsebigorin, the 
Russian champien, left the room and declared 
that he would not play any more. He believed 
that the decision ef the referee and jury, de- 
elaring his game with Judd on Saturday a 
draw, Was unfair. 
On Saturday, at a certain stage of the game, 
Judd claimed the 50-move limit. The game 
proceeded and when the 50 moves were com- 
pleted Judd claimed a draw, but Tschigorin in- 
sisted that he could win the game. The ques- 
tion in dispute was laid over by the jury and 
the game was held in abeyance. 
The referee yesterday decided against 
Tschigorin, who appealed to the jury, and they 
aflirmed the decision. Thereupon Tschigorin 
went to his room in the Hetel Hungaria. There 
he said that he had never accepted Judd’s 
claim to the 50-move limit, as the game was 
not in doubt when the claim was made, and 
there was no reason why suck a claim should be 
made, 
He was recalled to the room where the tourna- 
mevt was held and where the judges were con- 
sidering his case. In a short time they rendered 
a decision reversing: other decisions as having 
been made upon a misapprehension of the con- 
gress rule governing the 50-move limit. They 
interpreted it to read that mate need not be 
etfected within the 50-move count, but it is 
simply necessary to demonstrate a win. There- 
fore the unfinished game between Tschigorin 
and Judd is to be playod to a finish, 

Meanwhile Tschigorin forfeited the game tbat 
he had been playing with Mason because he did 
not resume the play in the evening and his time 
limit had expired. 

Showalter was again a victor. He played the 
“Knight's gambit” with D. G. Baird, whom he 
defeated. Pollock began the “ King’s Bishop” 
opening with J. W. Baird. Both played a very 

retty opening, and Pollack won. Young Mac- 
Teed won his third game yesterday, and was 
happy.

THE PARADE IN THE WAY 


IT WiLL SHRIVUSLY INTEBR-} 
FERE WITH MOVING DAY. 
THE CENTENNIAL SHOW ON MAY 1 
LIKELY TO RAISE LEGAL POINTS 
BETWEEN LANDLORDS AND TENANTS. 

The centennial celebration of Washing- 
too’s Inauguration in this city is likely to cause 
pbont as much inconvenience to those citizens 
who look forward to an annual moving day 
with more or less enthusiagm as anything thas 
has ever occurred east of the Rocky Mountaias, 
Tuere is a strong probability that the names of 
the Centennial Committee, instead of being 
handed down to posterity in letters of enduring 
brass, will be kicked along the grooves of the 
ages Moss grown with odium. 

May 1 is the day chosen for an industrial 
parade the like of which, in. elaborate detail 
and 1n length, has never been seen in New York. 
From one end of town to the other will be 
wheeled thousands ef vehicles, each one of 
whieh will give evidence of the city’s indus- 
trial greatness In some phase. The procession 
will divide the island almest in half, longitud- 
iually, and the streets crossing the route ef the 
parade will be packed with sightseers, so that 
to cross the thoroughfare will be well-nigh im- 
possible. And all this’ will come to pass on the 
day when neariy one-half of the householders 
change their abodes for another year. 

It has been calculated that the great number 
of wagons, trucks, and the like which will take 
part in the parade, will very nearly deprive 
would-be movers of the facilities for changing 
their homes. Even the most modest trade will 
strive to be represented, and it will be neces- 
sary in nearly every case to have a vehicle of 
some sort to supportits dignity. The number 
of trucks in town is necessarily limited, and 
when the procession is supplied there will, itis 
said, be precious few for their legitimate May 1 
business. This unpleasant complication having 
never been experienced in this city before, the 
persons whose leases expire May 1 are at 
their wits’ end to kuow what to do. April 29 
is @ parade day, so is April 30, and, worat ef all, 
80 is May 1. Should they remain longer than 





Then, suppose some one had rented the house 
or apartments already ‘occupied because of the 
tenant’s inability to move,.whe would have 
the right to the apartments—the person in pog- 
gession or the ones who had rented them under 
& new lease? ‘Therefore there is a prospect of a 
succession ofi lawsuits which will keep the 
district civil eourts busy forsome time to come. 

Visits were made by a TimEs reporter yesterday 
to several companies owning moving vans and 
trucks, and the question as to their plane for the 
1st of next month was answered by ah avewal 
of ignorance coaverning the necessities which 
Will ¢gonfront them. Alnaost without exception 
the order books of owners of vans are nearly 
—_ wie contracts for moving furniture en 

ay 1. 

“People began making their orders much 
earlier this season,” it Was explained, ‘for, no 
doubt, they dreaded the complications afforded 

y the parade. We have have taken all the or- 

ers We have dared to, with this restriction: 
We shall not be required nor will we sign con- 
tracts to remove furniture anywhere on the 
line of march or from any place to any point 
where we will be obliged to cross the route of 
the provession. If we were to contract to de- 
liver goods in apart of the city whieh is on the 
etber side of the line of march, we. would have 
to xOall around the parade; maybe make acom- 
plete-circuit of the city and so lose more time 
than we could possibly hope to make up.” The 
orders which the truckmen have so fur received 
are nearly all tor May 1. The proportion of 
orders,for April 30 is no larger than it has been 
in the past. 

*Wayons,” said a truckman yesterday, “are 
divided into business trucks and tramp trucks. 
The furmer are in avery slight minority, and 
they will be used almost exclusively in the 
parade. Business houses, mauufactories, and 
the like will endeavor to use their ewn vehicles, 
and if they have none they will try to rent as 
Massive-looking ones as they can get. Now, 
nothing can-.be done with them for movinzg—they 
are so heavy they would jar the furniture all to 
pieces. The tramp trucks will not be usedin 
the procession, because they are of the dis- 
tinctively nondescript class, and most of them 
are not pretty to look at, ao of these there will 
be as inany available as there ever were. The 
vans, however, Will be prebably wery hard to 
get, because nearly all of them have been en- 
gaged.” 

There is, notwithstanding this abundanee of 
trucks, an independenese shown in the conduct 


the unfortunates who will be obliged to employ 
them. They nearly all have agreed that they 
will not charge se much @ load this May, but, 
instead, will require about $5 an hour for their 
work, guaranteeing not to consume more than 
two bours for a single truckload unless it 18 
across the line of march. Fora double track 
the charge, these tlnanciers say, will be from $7 
to $12 an hour. Stull,even at these prices the 
limit is by no means reached, for, according to 
the necessities of the tenants, so will the prices 
charged for removals be estimated. 

Chiet-Justice McAdam of the City Court, whe 
is a high authority upon the questions involved 
in the rejations between landlord and tenant, 
said concerning the liability of a tenant shoulda 
he remain in his old apartments over May 1: 
« The courts have repeatedly hold that a tenant 
who ‘ wrongfully’ helds over after the expira- 
tion of his term may be, at the option of his 
landlord, treated either as @ trespasser or as & 
tenant, upon the terms of the original letting— 
that is to say, if the hiriug was by the month as 
@ tenant for another mouth, or if it was by the 
year as w tenant for another year. To ena- 
ble the landlord to hoid the tenant for a 
new term the holding over must be * wrong- 
ful’ If by foree of circumstances over 
which the tenant has no eontrol he cannvut 
vacate and surrender the premises on the 
day his term expires, the holding over is not 
wrongful, and no new tenancy can be implied. 
The only liability the holding-over tenant would 
inour would be the reasonable value of the use 
during the time the premises were withheld. 
The fact that April 29, 30, and May 1 are days 
to be devoted to our centennial celebration 
makes no difference in the rules stated excepts 
that the difficulties attending the removal of 
families on that day may on that account be 
more reagily established. Tenants whe can 
move on May 1 had better do eo and avoid the 
chances of a lawsuit, which should never be 
encouraged, but always avoided.” ' 

** What etfect would the making of the three 
days in question, or May 1 alone, legal holidays 
have upon the tenant question ?” was asked. 

**No effect at all,’ was thereply. “The Leg- 
islature cannot interfere with the rights ofa 
contract. Ifa tenant agrees with his landlord 
that he will move May 1 he has got to de it or 
xive excellent reasons for not doing so. The 
only difference such a holiday would make 
would be that the courts would close and a dis- 
possess Warrant could not be obtained.” 

Real estate agents, looking forward te the 
almost unavoidable tangle, have so arranged 
with many of their tenants who have signified 
their intention te move May 1 that they could 
delay until the following day, with the under- 
standing that the new tenants could find ac- 
commodations for their furniture and them- 
selves April 29, 30, oreven May 1. Ina great 
inany instances this understanding 1s agreed 
upon readily, but there have been a great many 
more where to make such an agreement needed 
the diplomacy of a Talleyrand. Still, the ma- 
jority of tenants ny ino to such a compromise, 
uncompromisingly declaring that they ase con- 
tent to take their chanoes and the “ether 
people” would have to de the same. There can- 
not bat bea great number of cases where the 
procession of May 1 will dam up the regular 
tiow of the milk of human kindness.

“HOLLAND AND BELGIUM.” 
A TOUR OF THE NETHERLANDS, START- 
ING FROM PALY’S THEATRE. . 

The second of Mr. John L. Stoddard’s 
lectures in the Lenten course at Daly’s was de- 
livered yesterday morning te an audience which, 
in spite of the rainy weather, filled the theatre 
to overflowing, and which applauded, as loudly 
asabody mainly composed of ladies ever ap- 
plauds, the vivid descriptions ef the lecturer, 
and laughed heartily at his humorous stories. 
*« Holland and Belgium” was the subject of the 
lecture yesterday, and, as these are lands 
overlooked by the great’ mass of Sum- 
mer tourists, they offered a fine field not only 
for an interesting tale, but for the dis- 
play of pictures, the subjects of which were 
new to the majority of the audience. "Mr. Stod- 
dard is not sparing in the exhibition of bis pict- 
ures, and this fact accounts largely for the 
charm of his lectures. No place or character 
or building of impertance is alluded to thas is 
not shown on the large screen, so that the eye 


accompanies the ear in the imaginary tour 
which is compressed inte the space of an hour 
andahalf. The pictures shown in * Holland 
and Belgium” are numerous snd remarkabl 
fine, and the attention of the audience is not al- 
lowed to flag fer.an instant. 

Mr. Stoddard starts with a trip across the 
English Channel, which is described in a style 
half humorous,:half pathetie, and lauds with 
his party in Ostend, where he shows the finest 
of the hotels and the beach with its bathing 
appliances. Hurrying on to Ghent, the pictur- 
@>que gateway, the famous warket place, and 
some of the ruined cloisters and crypts are vis- 
ited, and the old city described in brief but vivid 
terms. Then a jump is made to Bruges, ence a 

rosperous old Flemish town, but now dull and 
fitelens, only interesting from the memories of 
centuries which cluster around it. The famous 
old belfry, with its chime of 99 bells, the finest 
in all Europe, is shown from different points of 
view, and the picturesque bridges and neglected 
Canalis are described as they appear to-day. 
The lecturer does not linger long at Bruges, but 
takes ashort cut to Brussels, the Paris of Bel- 
gium, where a longer stop is made. All the 
leading points of interest in this beautiful city 
are described and illustrated, including the 
Bourse, the new Palace of Justice, the public 
parks, the Leopold monument, and the monu- 


of the fanatical hatred of Philip II. The last 

anuse made in Belgium 18 at Antwerp, where 

ts magnificent wharves and quay, its elegant 

Exchange, and the famous cathedral spire are 
inspected at elose quarters, 

From Belgium Mr. Stoddard takes his audi- 
ence direct to Holland, landing them on the 
lowlands, and showing them specimens of the 
dignified Dutch cows, the inevitable windmill 
which is seen everywhere, and on which so 
much depends in the Netherlands, and the wind- 
ing canals which intersest the country in all 
directions. A trip to Rotterdam is quickly fol- 
lowed by ajump to Amsterdam, which has been 
called a Northern Venice, because, like the 
Italian city, 1t is built on a number of islands, 
and its streets are flowing water. The beauty 
of Venice, however, is lacking in the practical 
Dutch city, with its foul-smeiling canals, and 
Mr. Stoddard can tind but very little resem- 
blance between the two places. 

The lecture closes with a visit te The Hague, 
the capital of Holland, and the sands of Sche- 
veningen, the famous watering place of The 
Hague. A moonlight view of the North Sea, 
from which the Dutch have reclaimed their 
land and which they are still vonstantly en- 
gaged in fighting, is the last beautiful pieture 
thrown ae the screen, and sends the audience 
away with something pleasant to think about 

**Holland and Belgium” is one of the best of 
the lectures which Mr. Stoddard has delivered 
in this city, and no mere description can do it 
justice. It will be repeated this moruing for 
ticket helders in Course B and such others as 
get to the theatre early enough to secure the 
few single tickets still remaining.. The third 
lecture in Course B will be given next Thursday 
worning, and will be devoted to ‘*Cardinal 
Richelieu,” being tue only historical lecture in 
the present series.

Trout fishermen are never afraid ef a bit 
ef rain, ana the storm yesterday had little effect 
in keeping them from an inspection of the brill- 
lantly-dotted beauties that were temptingly 
arranged upon the stands at Fulton Market in 
honor of the opening of the season. Tho ladies, 
howerer, who were deterred by the weather 
from visiting the market te see the display will 
be glad to learn that the fish will be kept for 
twoorthree days and thata fresh supply, to 
arrive early this morning, will make the exhibli- 
tion even more extensive, 

Commissioner Blackford had his stands dec- 
orated with tall plants and flowers. Ladies who 
visited Mr. -Biackford’s stands were presented 
with little nosegays, as pretty as the trout, 
The display was large and varied.

The live trout in the tabks attraeted much 
attention. In one tank the speetator looked 
down upon the fish as they were swimming 
around and saw them as they appear in the 
pools of their native wilds. Dhey were long, 
aetive swimmers, and the, fishermen were 
tempted to drop a bug among them. A big sal- 
mon trout nearly two feet long was admired by 
many. Excelleut specimens of lake trout from 
the Adirondacks and Caledonian Hatcheries 
were also slown. 

Ichthyologists were interested in the hybrid 
trout. One, a cross between w brook and a 
Balmon trout, had bright creamy sides, with 
dark spots of almust w greenish hue. Another 
Was a cross between a brook and a brown 
trout. It had brown sides, variegated with 
lighter shades. Upon the same table were a 
rainbow, brown trout, and a California brook 
trout curiously spotted with green and black. 
Trout from tbe Carolinas, Rhede Island, and 
Cape Cod aiso were added to the eollection. 

A novei feature was the ** Pigs in the Clover” 
puzzle, represeuted on one of the stands by the 
aid of shell fish, ‘he outer ring was of white 
bait, the second of prawns, and the inner ef 
scallops. Four diminutive lobsters were the 
pigs. 

Among the Adirondaek trout were some frost 
fish, which are now being hatehed out at the 
State hatcheries in large quantities and are 
used for trout bait. They are delicate litte 
re shaped like a grayling, and of fine-grained 

esh, 

Among those who looked at the trout yester- 
day were Austin Goerbvin, ex-Mayor Grace, Ben- 
jamin H. Bristow, George 8. Page, and l'rancis 
Endicott. 

The sterm of Saturday night and Sunday was 
a great damper te the ardor of the trout fishers 
ot New-York, Brooklyn, and Long Island. The 
melting snow robbed the trout streams of their 
limpid brightness and delayed the good flahing 
at least a week. Many members of the various 
tishing cluba were prepared to whip the streams 
yesterday morning, and many did whip them 
scientifically, only to realize from experience 
the true significanee of April Fool’s Day. 

‘THe TIMES bas recently given a full descrip- 
tion of daping, bait fishing, and fiy casting for 
trout on Long Island: How to cook a trout 
when taken is thus described by an authority: 

“Take fur a one-pound fish, after carefully clean. 
ingit aud washing it, two small skewers of red 
cedar wood. On each thread a piece of fat salt 
pork, half an inch square; with these fasten the 
Delly asunder; fasten the fish by tne tail (o a piece 
of pilant wood and bend 1t over the fire to bring the 
fish opposite the blaze; place a lurge biscuit or 
piece of thin, dry toast under Lhe drip of the gravy; 
cook quickly; 10 minutes before the fre is suill- 
cient thoroughly to cook a two-pound fish.” 

*Salt and lemon juice are usually the only con- 
dimenuts used witu trout, but some ben vivants 
use pepper and other sexsuning at the expense 
of the gamy tiavor so highly prized vy olbers.

SOME INTERESTING TESTIMONY IN THE 
ENDLESS WILL CASE.

Mrs. Wethberell said she never intended in any 
of the proceedings in wnieh she has become in- 
volved to Comtest the will or to jeopardize iu 
uny Way her legacy.

1 Mrs. Wetherell was present at the reading 
ot the will of Mrs. Stewart, When it was over, 
and Judge Hilton was left alone With the ladies, 
he looked beniguiy at them and said: “ Now, 
don’t you sow What Il have done fer you all?’ 
fre could ROt remember that any one thanked 

im, 

Jobn Van Gaasbeek, who had charge of the 
retail carpe6 department at the Tenth-street 
store Irom 1860 until July, 1876, became a 
Witness late in the afternvun.

THE LIEDERKRANZ SOCIETY REPLIES TO 
CAPT. REILLY’S EXPLANATION. 

The Liederkranz Society’s committee 
made another assault on the police yesterday, 
in response to Capt. Reilly’s answer to its 
charge that he and his subordinates aeted out- 
rageously in enforcing the excise law at the re- 
cent ball of the society. In a letter to Mayor 
Grant the society charged that the majority of 
the Board of Police had seemed desirous to con- 
cealthe outrageous conduct of their subordi- 
nates. It was a farce, the committee said, for 


that beard merely to let Capt. Reilly answer 
the charges against him and his officers, instead 
of making a careful judicial inquiry inte the 
matter, such as the committee and, evidently, 
pe ice rll had contempiated. The committee 
added: 


** To have referred the protest of this society toa 
Captain in whose precinct more public immorality 
notoriously exists, aud more indecent outrages are 
committed, than in any other in this city, evidences 
a policy of evasion and fear of exposure instead of 
that rigid examination and colese scrutiny which 
the people of this city have aright to expeét from 
the department to whose consideration the protest 
in question wus referred, and to whom they must 
loox for protection and assistance when life, peace, 
and property are. threatened. 

* ‘Phe innuendo under which Capt. Reilly seeks to 
shield his unworthy acts. when he states that there 
was no violence used on the part of the officers 
whatever, but simply a ‘firm, well-mannered ex- 
ercise of authority such as the oceasion and the 
condition of the parties called for,’ is without the 
slightest foundation in fact, and a base fabrication, 
the coarsenass of which tends strongly to show the 
weakness of his cause and the desperation of his 
defense.”

._ DEFENDING HIS SOHOOLHOUSES. 

Inspectors of the. Health Department 
have madea visit to the annex of District 
School No. 54, One Hundred and Fourth-street 
and Tenth-avenue, where it is declared that 
Miss Rebecea Gibbs, a teacher, contracted the 
typhoid-malarial fever whieh resulted in her 


death Mareb 22. They reperted to Dr. Cyrus 
Edgon that the annex was ingood sanitary con- 
dition, andthat ne disease could have been 
caused by defective plumbing or the like, be- 
cause there was no plumbing in the building. 
Superintendent of Public Schoel Buildings 
Devdevoise, believing that this effectiveiy dis- 
posed of the charges that the children in 
the school breathed and rebreathed the 
same air ior hours at a time, and similiar 
complaints, then suggested that Dr. Eason 
should have his inspectors examine tbe 
boarding nouse, 40 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-eighth-street, where Miss Gibbs @ied. 
Dr. Morris visited the premises and discovered 
that there was a wash basin in the room which 
the teazeher tormerly occupied, and that ite 
trap was siphoned by the discharge of the wash 
basin in an adjoining room. ‘This origin of 
sewer gas, With other defective plumbing, Mr. 
Debevoise believes, 1s directly aceountable for 
Miss Gibbs’s fatal illness. 

Mr. Debevoise said yesterday that each pupil 
in the annex had 90 cubic foet of breathing 
space in the classrooms—20 cubic feet more 
than the legal requirements. ‘ The trouble is,” 
the Su periutendent explained, *‘ that the teach- 
ers don’t use their windows to ventilate their 
schoolrooms sufficiently.”
